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FADE IN 



INT. C.T. LAWRENCE'S CORNER OFFICE - DAY 

CT LAWRENCE (Main Character, Businessman, 38 years-old, 
Sharp, Slick, Wearing Glasses) sits at a desk in a luxurious 
window office, perched high up in a NYC skyscraper. 

CT is reviewing statistical graphs of profit/loss margins for 
a company called the Bitter End Recording Agency. CT appears 
a bit bored as he adds notes in another document file... 

Net Assets: Low 

Growth Potential: High 

Liquidity : Bankrupt 

Prospect Rating: 7.5 

Recommendation: Pass 

CT hesitates a moment, then deletes and renters the data in 
the last lines to read as follows... 

Prospect Rating: 9.0 

Recommendation : Buyout & Restructure 

CT rises from his desk, walks to his office door and closes 
it. He returns to his desk and pulls out a gym bag from 
underneath it. He unzips a small pocket on the side of the 
bag, and takes out a vial of cocaine. 

CT pours some cocaine onto his desktop. He takes his wallet 
from his back pocket and pulls out a credit card. With the 
credit card he dices up the pile of cocaine, then slides it 
across the pile to form a short line. He takes a twenty- 
dollar bill out of his wallet, rolls it into a tube, leans 
over and snorts the line of cocaine. 

CT stands up straight, cups his nose, and snorts profusely. 
He then turns around and looks out of his office window to 
the city below. He stretches and exhales a sigh of relief. 

CT's PHONE RINGS, he leans over and pushes the speakerphone 
button and says . . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yes 
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CT'S SECRETARY - JASMINE 
CT, a Miss Rosina Delani on the 
line. Would you like to take the 
call? 

CT perks up in interest of the call from ROSINA DELANI 
(Beautiful, Italian, Fashion Designer/Production Executive) 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, send it through. 

THE PHONE CLICKS as the line switches over. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Rosina? 

ROSINA DELANI 
CTI How are you? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Busy. . . as usual. 

(beat) 
...and bored out of my mind. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I know the feeling... If I only 
told you about my day. . . 

(beat) 
So how you been? What've you been 
up to . . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Oh you know. . . been on a little 
health kick lately. Trying to hit 
the gym, got a few potential 
business prospects going. Boring 
wine and dine events, blah, blah... 
Trying to stay out of trouble... 

ROSINA DELANI 

( sarcastically) 
Yeah, I'm sure you are. 

(beat) 
Well it's been a while... I was 
thinking maybe if you weren't busy, 
you might wanna wine and dine me? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Wine and dine you, huh? 

(beat) 
You know it has been a while... 
Give me a second. Let me look into 
my schedule. Hold on. 
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ROSINA DELANI 
Alright. 

CT presses the hold button on his phone. He picks up a tennis 
ball from of the base of plant next to the window. 

He stands up and begins bouncing the ball off the window and 
catching it. Throw, Bounce, Catch. . . Throw, Bounce, Catch. . . 
Throw, Bounce, Catch. . . 

CT throws the ball back into the base of the plant. He then 
sits down at his desk, and takes the phone off hold. 

CT LAWRENCE 
You still there? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Okay, it doesn't look like I've got 
anything to big going on. . . So we 
should be good. How bout I pick you 
up around six-thirty at your place? 



EXT. MANHATTAN STREETS - EVENING 

A black limousine pulls up in front of a large building. 

INT. LIMOUSINE - EVENING 

CT (Wearing Contacts) is sitting in the back of the limo and 
snorts another line of cocaine off the top of the minibar. 
Rosina enters the limo and sits next to CT. 

CT. 
Driver, could you take us to Le 
Chevalier's. It's on seventy-six 
and second. 

(to Rosina) 
Come here . . . 

CT pulls Rosina 's entire upper body into his, and begins 
kissing and groping her. She willingly accepts his advance 
and begins rubbing between his thighs. 

INT. LE CHEVALIER'S RESTAURANT - NIGHT 

CT and Rosina are enjoying an eloquent meal inside a classy 
French restaurant with a new age ambience. 
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ROSINA 
...a small three page exclusive in 
Prestige Magazine covering our 
Summer line from the Euro-Expo in 
Amsterdam. . . What did she say? 

(beat) 
"A poignant and expressive showing 
from an otherwise cliche and 
contemporary boutique... With an 
emphasis on cliche and 
Contemporary . " 

(beat) 
I don't know where she gets off 
calling us a boutique-over and over 
again throughout the article. As if 
that's all we are. Do you have any 
idea how much influence my 
grandmother had over the big names 
in the industry thirty years ago? 
. . .not to mention the magazine 
itself, they'd be. . . Jesus. . . 
nothing without us . Just because we 
never let anyone buy us out. That's 
all it comes down to. Now we're a 
cliche boutique. 

(beat) 
Whatever. Other than that, other 
than that. . . overall, a success . I 
can't count all the orders we got 
from true European Boutiques. 

C.T. 
Goddamn Rosina, can't we talk about 
something other than fashion for a 
second? 

ROSINA 
(smiles, flirty, mocking) 
Fine whatever? What do you wanna 
talk about? 

C.T. 
I don't care... whatever. 

ROSINA 
( sexy, flirty, mocking) 
Stocks , takeovers , kicking 
corporate ass . . . Whatever ever It Is 
that you do? 
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C.T. 
Venture capitalist advisement. Yeah 
right, as if we've ever talked 
about what I do before... right? 

(beat) 
I don't know? Ummm. . . 

CT points to Rosina's cell phone on the table. 

CT LAWRENCE 
How 'bout, these new You Phones... 
I see you got one too. You know you 
can actually. . . 

ROSINA 
( interrupting ) 
You wanna talk about You Phones? 

Then, as a waitress passes by. . . 

ROSINA 
(to waitress) 
Excuse me, excuse me. Can't you see 
my glass is empty? 

WAITRESS 
Oh I'm sorry, let me get that for 
you. It's not actually my table... 
but, it's no problem. 

Waitress pours wine. 

ROSINA 
Well at least somebody knows how to 
do their job around here. 

(beat) 
I'll just tell her to take care of 
you, out of her end. 

WAITRESS 
That's not necessary. 

CT laughs to himself. 

ROSINA 
What? 

C.T. 
Some things never change. 
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INT. DARK CANDLE LIT LOUNGE/BAR - NIGHT 

CT and Rosina are now drunk. They're cuddling on a long, 
flat, bed-like couch. CT's drinking a beer and Rosina is 
sipping a cosmopolitan. 

ROSINA 
Remember the prom? 

CT. 
Are you kidding me? Barely. . . you 
know how long ago that was? 

(double beat) 
I rented the Bi-Turbo Spyder 
Maza. . . 

ROSINA 

( interrupting ) 
Mazarati... and you said you 
wouldn't drink and drive. But, of 
course you did. . . and fasti 

(beat) 
I remember you were mad 'cause they 
wouldn't let your band play. 

CT. 
That was bullshit! 

ROSINA 
Whatever . . . I remember I had my 
hair up. My Blue Curacao dress. 

(beat) 
Do you think I'm still as... 

CT pulls Rosina in closer to him, he kisses her on the lips, 
then begins groping her. . . 



INT. CT'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 

CT and Rosina stumble into his bachelor pad (full of black 
leather, mirrored tables, and Italian lighting) . CT and 
Rosina fall onto a couch and begin groping each other. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hold on... hold on... 

(beat) 
You want some of this? 

CT takes out a small package of cocaine and puts some on the 
mirrored table. Rosina gets up and begins seductively 
undressing as she walks toward the bedroom. 
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ROSINA DELANI 
No, I just want you. 

(beat) 
That stuff's gonna kill you CT. 

(beat) 
I'll be in the bedroom, when you're 
done. 



INT. CT'S BEDROOM - NIGHT - LATER 

CT's falling asleep as he lies with his arm draped over 
Rosina. The alarm clock reads 1:30 AM. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hey babe, you still awake? 

ROSINA DELANI 
(quietly, sweetly) 
Umm huh . . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
I'm getting a little tired here. 
Maybe it's about time you should 
start. . . heading back. . . 

Rosina pouts a moment, then gets up and gets dressed. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Oh, God forbid I should fall asleep 
and spend the night here, right? 

CT LAWRENCE 
That's not what I meant. I just 
figure, you're gonna have to get up 
and go home sometime to get ready 
for work anyway. Rather than do it 
in the middle of the night and wake 
me up . . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
It's always about you CT. Isn't it? 

(beat, angry) 
...always has been. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So now we're arguing about this? 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'm just saying you never gave a 
shit about anyone but yourself? 

(beat) 
Never have, never will... 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Oh, like you're any better? Little 
Miss Morality. . . Where's your 
little boy-toy at anyway? Let's 
see; let's give him a call. I'll 
call if you want; gimmie your 
phone . 

ROSINA DELANI 
You're such an asshole. 

Rosina exits the bedroom and slams the door shut. 

CT LAWRENCE 
(yelling, mocking) 
Good. Now I can get to sleepl Ha-ha 

FADE TO BLACK 



INT. DELANI FASHION DESIGN ROOM - MORNING - ONE MONTH LATER 

Rosina bursts into the design room, with her assistant JANICE 
(Early 20s, cute, Rosina' s slave, possibly only friend, and 
non-prescribed therapist) . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Morning meeting... come on 
everyone . . . let ' s go I 

The designers unenthusiastically stop what they're doing and 
walk to the center of the room. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Okay everybody, are we ready to go? 

(beat) 
Alright, the casual mini-skirt 
deadline has arrived. We're already 
to go, right Janice? 

JANICE 
Yes we arel Just in time, thanks to 
the additional overtime everyone 
put in last week. We appreciate the 
extra effort, but remember, we 
prefer to be on-time without the 
overtime . 

ROSINA DELANI 
That's exactly right I 

(beat) 
Okay, so, we'll be beginning the 
trial production runs today. 
( MORE ) 
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ROSINA DELANI (cont'd) 
Hopefully, live fittings by the end 
of the week. 

(beat) 
Remember, shorter and looser for 
the thin girls, longer and tighter 
for the big girls. We're gonna make 
fat girls look good dammit I 

Rosina makes an apologetic, yet still mocking gesture to 
CHRISTINE (an overweight designer). 

ROSINA DELANI 
Sorry Christine. 

Rosina then burps slightly and is overcome with nausea. 

ROSINA DELANI 
That will be all for now, good luck 
everyone . 

Rosina quickly walks away across the room. Janice follows 
closely behind her. Rosina approaches a garbage can in the 
corner and motions for Janice to stand nearby. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Stand here. 

Rosina then vomits into the garbage can. 

JANICE 
Are you alright? 

ROSINA DELANI 
I don't know, I've been feeling 
tired and achy all weekend. I've 
had these cramps all morning. 

JANICE 
What kind of cramps? 

ROSINA DELANI 
You know. . . cramps. . . 

JANICE 
Have you gotten, your. . . you 
know. . . your monthly. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
It's not that... but, no I haven't. 

(beat) 
Cover this up with something. 

Rosina exits. Janice make a curious face, then looks down at 
Rosina 's vomit in disgust. 
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INT. PHARMACY DAY 

Rosina purchases a pregnancy test at the checkout counter. 

INT. BATHROOM - DAY 

Rosina, sitting on a toilet, pulls the pregnancy test out 
from between her legs. She carefully examines the results. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(sarcastic and angry) 
That's just fantastic! 

Rosina reaches into her purse and pulls out her monthly birth 
control prescription. Many of the pills are randomly missing. 
More specifically, many are missing consecutively, early in 
the month. Rosina brushes her finger over these particular 
pills . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(questioning) 
CT? 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - NIGHT 

Rosina is lying in bed but can't sleep. She turns on her bed 
lamp and rolls over. Rosina stares at the wall, thinking. 

INT. FERTILITY CLINIC - DAY 

Rosina sits in a doctor's office as the doctor points to an 
ultrasound printout of her growing fetus. 

DOCTOR 
...probably about three weeks... 

INT. G-MART - DAY 

CT (wearing glasses) walks around a department store making 
notes on a clipboard to a layout of the store. CT marks the 
location of an overhead security camera. 

As CT continues, he overhears two employees talking in the 
hallway next to the break room. The store's Assistant Manager 
is talking to a young salesgirl. CT pretends to be looking at 
a vacuum cleaner on a shelf as he eavesdrops. 
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SALES GIRL 
Hey Dan, do you think you could do 
me a really big favor? 

ASSISTANT MANAGER 
Hmmm, that depends . What am I gonna 
get in return? 

SALES GIRL 
( flirting, smiling) 
How 'bout a big smile? 

ASSISTANT MANAGER 

(flirting) 
A smile? That's all? I think you 
could do better than that. 

(beat) 
So what's up? What do you want? 

SALES GIRL 
Well I need to run out an' get my 
father a gift certificate for his 
birthday... an' it might take a 
little while. So I was wondering if 
you'd swipe me back in from my 
break in like fifteen minutes? 

ASSISTANT MANAGER 
I suppose, but you owe me. 

SALES GIRL 
Thanks . 

CT flips a page on his clipboard and begins making some 
notes. Just then, his cellphone rings and Rosina's name shows 
up on caller ID. CT answers the phone. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hey, Rosinal Surprised to hear from 
you so soon. Thought it'd be a few 
months after the other night. 

ROSINA V.O. 
Yeah, well I'm over it. I'd like to 
meet with you. You free tonight? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hmmm, lemme see. . . 

CT sets down the phone and makes some notes on his clipboard. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Wanna meet for dinner? 
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ROSINA V.O 



Sure. 



CT LAWRENCE 
Let's see how bout we meet at 



INT. CLASSY ITALIAN RESTAURANT - EVENING 



CT (wearing contacts) is drinking heavily from a glass of 
white wine, while devouring a plate of veal parmesan. He 
pauses a moment and notices that Rosina is just pushing 
shrimp and pasta around her plate with a fork. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So what's with you? Eat 
something... I've never seen you 
like this before. . . is everything 
alright? 

ROSINA 
I don't know I think I'm going 
through an early mid-life crisis. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, so what is it? Lemme guess 
the pretty boy's not fulfilling 
your needs. Emotionally? 
Physically? 

ROSINA 
Actually, he's fantastic in both 
departments. But at the same 
time. . . whatever. . . 

(beat) 
I don't know, you ever think about 
the future? Like where you're gonna 
be in twenty years? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Ideally? Out of New York. I'd like 
to travel the world. Maybe managing 
other advisors by phone and digital 
communication, while sailing on a 
yacht . 

ROSINA 
What about outside of business. 
Like marriage or a family? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Sure, I don't see why not. I mean 
you can get like... live-in tutors 
for that sort of thing right? 

ROSINA 
No seriously, I mean do you ever 
think about that sort of stuff. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Come on, I don't know. What are you 
getting at? Do you wanna get 
married or something? 

(sarcastic) 
Not to me I hope. 

ROSINA 
No, it's not that... 

CT LAWRENCE 
Come on cheer up then. Well I'm 
done here? You wanna go? 

ROSINA 
Yeah 

CT LAWRENCE 
Alright, then let's go back to my 
place. I'll make you a drink. 



INT. CT'S APARTMENT 

CT is standing behind his mini-bar making a drink for 
himself. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So what would you like? 

ROSINA 
Don't worry about it. I don't want 
a drink. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Come on... I'm trying to cheer you 
up here. You're just pouting away 
over there. 

CT walks over and sits next to Rosina and puts his arm around 
her and places his other hand on her thigh. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
What is it? You don't like me 
anymore? 

ROSINA 
It's not that. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So? Come here then... 

CT slides Rosina's upper body next to his. He leans over and 
kisses her on the cheek. Rosina remains unemotional. CT then 
kisses her on the lips. She opens her mouth and they begin 
kissing vigorously. CT begins rubbing inward between Rosina's 
thighs. Rosina pulls his hand away. 



ROSINA 



Stop! 



CT LAWRENCE 
I don't understand. 

ROSINA 
We gotta talk. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Fine. . . then let's talk. 

ROSINA 
CT... I'm pregnant. 

CT LAWRENCE 
What? Are you serious? 

(beat) 
I thought you were on the pill? 

ROSINA 
I am, I mean I was . . . 

(beat) 
Troy was away in Europe for a week 
doing shoots for a catalog. 

(beat) 
I stopped taking it. I forgot and 
we hung out. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Wait, so it's mine? 

ROSINA 
I 'm sorry. . . 
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CT LAWRENCE 
So we're going through this again 
now... I'm sorry I don't mean to... 

ROSINA 
It was a simple mistake; I just 
forgot. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Well what do you wanna do? 

(beat) 
You're not... thinking about, 
keeping It. . . 

ROSINA 

(angry) 
Why do you have to say it like 
that? 

(beat, sad) 
I don't know. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Are you serious? Rosina, you know 
I'm not ready for that. 

(beat) 
Come on, we've been through this 
before. I mean it wasn't easy... 
but. . . 

ROSINA 
(crying) 
It wasn't easy? For you maybe, but 
for me CT. . . . I can't even. . . 

Rosina continues crying and CT holds her. 

ROSINA 
When is it ever gonna be right? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I . . . I don ' t know . . . 

ROSINA 
Is there anyone else you'd ever 
wanna have a kid with? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I don't know? I mean, I suppose 
not. . . but. . . 

(beat) 
You know, this is the only reason 
you wanted to see me... 
( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
then, you leave me with this... 
this whole night... it's just one 
big. . . 

ROSINA 
(still crying) 
Screw you CTI Do you know how hard 
this is? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah well, it's not my fault. I had 
no idea you were off the... 

ROSINA 
Fine , forget about it . Just forget 
about it. I know you don't care... 

(double beat) 
I want it though CT. I want it this 
time. I need it. 

CT LAWRENCE 
This affects both of us you can't 
just. . . 

ROSINA 
I've already decided. It doesn't 
have to affect you... 

(beat) 
It'll be mine... you won't have to 
have any part of it. 

CT LAWRENCE 
(sarcastic) 
Oh yeah, that's great! I guess I 
have no say in the matter. 

CT gets up and walks away. 

ROSINA 
CT wait. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Well if you can do whatever you 
want. So can I! So can I... so just 
get off my case. 

CT walks into his bedroom and lies face down on his bed. 
Rosina sits on the couch a moment watching him. She dries her 
eyes, slowly gets up, and exits the apartment. 
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INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT BEDROOM - MORNING 

Rosina sits up right in bed contemplating. She then nestles 
up to her boyfriend TROY (pretty boy, blonde hair, blue eyes, 
male model, dorky, soft, younger than Rosina) . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Troy... Troy... wake up I've got 
something to tell you. 

Troy wakes up and rubs his eyes. Rosina pulls one of his 
hands away and places it on her stomach. 

TROY 
What? What is it? 

ROSINA DELANI 
We're pregnant I 

TROY 
Are you serious? No wayl Seriously? 



EXT. BITTER END RECORDING COMPANY - DAY 

CT parks his car in front of Bitter End Recording Company. He 
gets out of his car (wearing glasses), walks up to the front 
door, and enters. 



INT. BITTER END RECORDING COMPANY - DAY 

CT meets the receptionist at the front desk. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hi, I'm CT Lawrence. I'm here to 
meet with John Hammerson. 

DUANE PHILLIPS (Agent, cocky) walks around the corner 

DUANE PHILLIPS 
Hi, CT? 

CT LAWRENCE 
That ' s me . 

DUANE PHILLIPS 
Duane Phillips, Bitter End's 
Recording Agent . John mentioned 
you'd be coming by. He had to step 
out and take care of a few things . 
(beat) 

( MORE ) 
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DUANE PHILLIPS (cont'd) 
He left some papers for you an' 
said you could look through the 
accounting files on the computer. 

(beat) 
Come follow me. 



INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE - DAY 

Rosina and Janice are reviewing some test fabrics in her 
office. A flower delivery man comes to the door. 

FLOWER DELIVERY MAN 
Flower delivery for Rosina Delani. 

ROSINA DELANI 
That's me, oh that's so sweet I Set 
them right here. 

The delivery man sets the flowers on her desk and leaves. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Let' s see who. . . 

Rosina opens the attached letter; it reads: 

JANICE 
You told him he was the fatherl 

ROSINA DELANI 
Well he had to know. . . I just 
wondered how he'd take it. After 
the way CT acted I figured. . . 

INT. BITTER END RECORDING COMPANY STUDIO - DAY 

CT is sitting at a computer desk in the recording studio. 
He's looking through Quickbooks Accounting Software files. 
The Recording Agent sits nearby working a mixing board. 

In the background (through a Plexiglas window) a band is in 
the middle of a recording session. As he works, CT nods his 
head to the band's music with enjoyment. 

DUANE PHILLIPS 
...the only thing that we're really 
lacking at this studio is talent... 

( MORE ) 
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DUANE PHILLIPS (cont'd) 
that and a little cooperation. 

(beat) 
Ever since the Jacks signed onto a 
new label it's all been downhill. 
We made those kids and they made 
us . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Why'd they leave? 

DUANE PHILLIPS 
Dumb kids, you know. Why the hell 
do they do half the stuff they do? 

(double beat) 
A new mainstream band. Hell, a new 
hit single that's all it'd take to 
get this place back in the black. 

(beat) 
Take these guys for instance... I 
keep telling them to be more upbeat 
and pop. They just keep on doing 
their mellow-dramatic, depressing 
junk... won't take my advice. 

CT continues working. 

CT LAWRENCE 
They sound alright to me. Never 
heard of them before though, do you 
have them touring? 

DUANE PHILLIPS 
Local gigs in the city. But, all 
the money comes from the top down 
these days starting with music 
video hits from songs with short 
catchy repetitive choruses. 

(beat) 
We're better off building a fan 
base by uploading MP3s on MySpace 
and video ' s on YouTube . . . 

The agent's voice begins to fade away as the band begins 
playing its next song. THE SONG IS DEEP, MEANINGFUL, AND IS 
SOMEWHAT RELATIVE TO CT ' S CURRENT SITUATION. Meanwhile, CT 
drifts into a daydream as he continues working. . . 



EXT. PARK - DAY 

THE SONG CONTINUES TO PLAY. CT daydreams into the future. 
CT's slightly older (wearing a Giants football jersey). He 
hikes a Nerf football to himself. 
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A young boy (also wearing a Giants jersey) runs ten-feet 
ahead of him and cuts right a few more feet. CT throws the 
football to the young boy. 



INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - NIGHT 

THE SONG CONTINUES TO PLAY. Rosina sits in bed reading an 
expecting mothers book. She has a quizzical look on her face. 
She turns and looks at her boyfriend, asleep alongside her. 
Rosina lets out a sigh of personal shame. 



EXT. CITY STREET - MOURNING 

THE SONG CONTINUES PLAYING. CT walks down a crowded city 
street carrying his briefcase. He reaches into his pocket and 
takes out his cellphone. He scrolls through his contact list 
until he comes to Rosina 's number. He pauses a moment in 
contemplation, then presses the call button. 



INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE - MORNING 

THE SONG CONTINUES TO PLAY. Rosina slowly flips through 
design sketches inside a large portfolio. Rosina has a look 
of despair. Her CELLPHONE STARTS TO RING. She rifles through 
her pocketbook looking for it. 

When she finds the phone, she notices CT's name on the Caller 
ID. Her facial expression turns to one of curiosity. She 
pauses a moment in contemplation, then answers. 



ROSINA DELANI

CT leans against a storefront window. He appears very 
charming as he concludes his phone call with Rosina. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah well, you know... 

(beat) 
Yeah kind 'a, sort 'a... listen we'll 
talk about it later. 

(beat) 
Yeah... Listen put on something 
nice tonight, alright... 

(beat) 
Yeah, okay. . . bye 

CT is overcome with happiness. He continues to lean against 
the storefront for a moment. He gives his cellphone a lucky 
shake, then puts it back in his pocket. CT begins walking 
down the street again. 

As CT walks, he notices a jewelry shop on his right. 
Spontaneously, with a quick irrational decision, he walks in 



EXT. DINNER CRUISE BOAT - EVENING 

CT and Rosina are having dinner on a small cruise ship that's 
circling Manhattan. The city skyline is in the background. 

ROSINA DELANI 
This is so sweet. We haven't done 
this in so long... 

(beat) 
I'm sort of getting the idea you've 
had a change of heart on the 
whole... you know, having the baby 
together thing. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I've been thinking about it. 

ROSINA DELANI 
CT? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah 

ROSINA DELANI 
If the answer' s yes . . . then just 
say so. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Okay. . . yes I But, uh. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(delighted) 
Oh, CT! 

CT LAWRENCE 
But Rosina, that's not all. 

ROSINA DELANI 
It ' s okay , it's okay . . . don ' t 
worry, I'm willing to... 
whatever... we'll make it work. CT 
I'm so happ' . . . 

CT pulls out a small black velvet-covered box and pushes it 
toward Rosina 's hand. 

ROSINA DELANI 
( shocked, gasping) 
Oh, my Godddl 

CT looks into Rosina 's eyes. Rosina opens the box. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I was thinking, like... if we're 
going to do this... we should do it 
right. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I never thoug. . . 

CT gets down on one knee. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Rosina Delani, will you marry me? 

Rosina pulls the ring onto her finger. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes I 

CT stands up; Rosina does the same. Rosina gives CT a giant 
hug. CT embraces her, then pulls his head back a bit. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Come here . 

Rosina holds on tight a moment longer, and then looks up at 
CT and they kiss. 
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TIME PASSES... CT and Rosina are now slow-dancing alone on a 
small dance floor on the ship. A band plays in the 
background. The city skyline continues to pass by. Rosina 
rests her head on CT's shoulder. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So... you think you got a little 
future CEO growing in there for me? 

ROSINA DELANI 
A CEO? I never thought of that. 

(beat) 
I was thinking more about a fourth- 
generation princess... for a 
fashion line. 

CT LAWRENCE 
( sarcastically) 
Ummm humm. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
I wouldn't mind a little 
businessman though. 

(beat) 
As long as he has your jaw-line. 

CT LAWRENCE 
How 'bout your eyes? 

Rosina leans her head back and bats her eyelashes. 

ROSINA DELANI 
My eyes? 

CT kisses Rosina. 



INT. CT'S BEDROOM - NIGHT 

A montage of short love making scenes dissolve into one 
another. 

Later, Rosina lies asleep across CT' s body. CT' s still 
somewhat awake and looks down uneasily at the ring on 
Rosina ' s finger . 

Moments later, Rosina' s cellphone rings and she awakes and 
looks at it. Troy's name is displayed on the Caller ID, she 
quickly forwards the call to her voice mail. Rosina turns off 
her phone, rolls over, and goes back to sleep. 
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INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE - DAY 

Rosina sits at her desk. She holds her cellphone to her ear. 

ROSINA DELANI 

(excited) 
Hi DadI 

(beat) 
Yeah, it's me, Rosina. 

(beat) 
Not too bad. Listen, I've got some 
really big news for you! 

(beat) 
Hmmm, I don't know which to tell 
you first. . . okay, well. . . you 
remember C.T. Lawrence from when we 
used to live in Lindenhurst? 

(beat) 
Yeah, uh-huh. Well anyway. . . We're 
getting married! 

(beat) 
Uh-huh. Yup, but that's not all... 
I'm also pregnant! We're having a 
baby. 

EXT. SHIPPING YARD LOADING DOCK - DAY 

EMILIO DELANI (Rosina' s father, import/export Mafia boss, 
pleasant, but shady) is overseeing pallets of boxes coming of 
a large oceanliner, then being loaded into an 18-wheeler. 

EMILIO DELANI 
Rosina. . . that's fantastic! I'm so 
happy for you. CT huh? I didn't 
even know you still talked to that 
kid. That' s great, I always liked 
that fella. 

(beat) 
So whatever happen 'd to dat other 
guy? I thought you were still 
datin' him? 

ROSINA DELANI V.O. 
Oh , it's a long story ... I don ' t 
wanna get into it. Just didn't work 
out. . . 

EMILIO DELANI 
So, have you kids set a date yet? 
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Emilio points to one of the guys carrying a box. He takes out 
keys to his Cadillac, and pops the trunk. He signals for the 
guy the put one of the boxes in his trunk. The worker 
acknowledges the request and walks over and puts the box in 
the trunk. Emilio gives him a thumbs-up to approve. 

ROSINA DELANI V.O. 
We haven't settled on anything just 
yet. But, with the baby on the 
way. . . It should be pretty soon. I 
don't wanna get too big before 
those wedding pictures . 

EMILIO DELANI 
Well, that's great I Let me know the 
second you set a date so I can mark 
my calendar. 



INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE 

Rosina is still on the phone with her father. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You know I will. 

( beat , worried ) 
Hey, Dad listen there's one other 
thing I wanted to talk to you 
about . 

(beat) 
Are you sure it's okay to talk on 
these phones? 

EMILIO DELANI V.O. 
Sure honey. I told you you've got 
nothing to worry about on these 
prepaid phones. I was sort of 
wondering why you called on it in 
the first place. What's up? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Alright . Well listen, it ' s about 
the business. The industry insiders 
keep asking me about our suppliers 
and their locations. I'm just a 
little scared, that' s all . I 'm 
gonna need to disclose the 
information in our quarterly 
reports and I just wanna make 
sure. . . 
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EXT. SHIPPING YARD LOADING DOCKS - DAY 

Emilio continues talking with Rosina. 

EMILIO DELANI 
Rosina you've got nothing to worry 
about. Just tell them the facts. 

(beat) 
We have top-of-the-line security 
systems, and we'll know if anyone 
is within a half-mile of the 
property before they arrive. We 
also finished an underground tunnel 
that runs from the manufacturing 
facilities into a school nearby . 

(beat) 
Trust me Rosie, everything is taken 
care of. You just get busy planning 
that wedding. 

INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE 

Rosina 's getting off the phone with her father. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Alright, if you say so. But, be on 
alert for an inspection by the 
International Labor Organization in 
the next few months. 

(beat) 
An' I'll let you know as soon as we 
make a decision. 

(double beat) 
Okay, Dad. Thanks for everything! 

(beat) 
Thanks. . . okay. . . bye. 

Rosina closes her cellphone and sits still a moment with a 
worried look. 



INT. "TENTS FOR EVENTS" WAREHOUSE - DAY 

CT meets with the son of the owner of "Tents for Events" in a 
large storage warehouse. There are pallets full of folding 
chairs, tables, and bagged tents all over the place. 

SON OF OWNER 
. . .diagnosed with a growing brain 
aneurysm a couple years ago. 

( MORE ) 
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SON OF OWNER (cont'd) 
The treatment suggested at that 
time was covered. 

(beat) 
But, he was stubborn just like with 
this business... He hated 
hospitals . . . etcetera. . . so now it 
ruptured. . . and the brain surgery 
is no longer covered... So we're 
stuck with the bills... 

CT LAWRENCE 
So what are looking to get? 

SON OF OWNER 
Honestly, just equity value ASAP... 
though, you'll be getting all the 
client accounts, I assure you, 
business is consistent, profitable, 
and growing. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Walk me through the process of a 
sale... say for a corporation 
planning an event for uh... one- 
hundred-fifty people... 



INT. COFFEE HOUSE - DAY 

Troy is sitting at a table waiting for Rosina. Rosina comes 
through the door, walks over and sits down next to him. 

TROY 
Hey beautiful. How's it go 'in? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Not too bad. How are you? 

TROY 
I'm good. I was waiting for you to 
order. What should we get? 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'm fine; I'm not gonna eat 
anything. 

TROY 
(getting up) 
Are you sure? Nothing? Not even a 
coffee? 

ROSINA DELANI 
No Troy, I just wanna talk. We need 
to talk. Sit down. . . 
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Rosina extends her hands across the table. Troy sits down 
again, grasps her by the wrists, and looks into her eyes. 

TROY 
So. . . it ' s serious . . . look. . . I 
think I know what this is about... 

ROSINA DELANI 
(confused, surprised) 
You do? 

TROY 
I think so... I mean with your 
family. . . an unplanned pregnancy. . . 
our. . . 

(beat) 
I wanna show you commitment... it's 
important, and that I... 

Hastily, Troy reaches into his pocket and begins to kneel 
Rosina shakes her head left-to-right and draws Troy's 
attention to the ring already on her finger. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Troy nol Look, I'm sorry... 

TROY 
Wait I What? I don't understand... 
Where did that come from? I . . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Uhhh, I don't know how to do this? 
Alright, just umm. . . 

(beat) 
Listen, do you remember my friend 
CT? I introduced you to him at the 
New Years Eve Party last year at 
Antonella' s . . . . 

TROY 
( questioning, angry ) 
What? You're gonna marry him, with 
my child? Antonella 's New Years Eve 
Party last year. Hmmm. . . CT, nope 
doesn't doesn't ring a bell... 

ROSINA DELANI 
Look, I feel terrible about this 
okay? ...an' there's really no good 
way to say it... I almost wanna 
make something up. But, you'll just 
end up hearing it from someone else 
later anyway... 

( MORE ) 
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ROSINA DELANI (cont'd) 
(beat, sighs) 
Alright, well. . . CT, is actually 
the real father. I don't wanna get 
into details... but, it happened 
when you were in Europe. 

TROY 
It happened while I was in Europe? 
What are you talk-lng about? You 
cheated on me. What? While I was in 
Europe? Rosina. . . 

(beat) 
Wait, you're saying it's not mine? 
Rosina... are you serious? 

Troy throws Rosina 's hand away. He sweeps his hand into the 
"Today's Specials" display, and knocks it to the floor. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'm sorry Troy, it just happened. I 
just found out the details the 
other day. I didn't think it was 
possible... I didn't know how to 
break it to you . . . 

TROY 
So it really isn't... mine. 

ROSINA DELANI 
No... and, I've talked with him. 
We've been kind of on-and-off since 
high school and. . . 

TROY 
(shocked) 
So... it's been more than once. 

ROSINA DELANI 
...and we've decided we're gonna 
keep it. He wants to be the father. 

(beat) 
We're going to get married Troy. I 
don ' t . . . I don ' t . . . 

TROY 
You're getting married. To someone 
else now. Wow! 

(double beat) 
Wait, can we just hold on one 
second here... I still love youl 
Just hold on Rosina... It's a baby, 
it's not mine... but, I still love 
you... doesn't that mean anything? 

(double beat) 
( MORE ) 
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TROY (cont'd) 
What if I was still willing to be 
the father. What if... what If we 
were to get married and J. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Troy, that ' s so sweet . It really 
is, but... I, I mean we... I 
couldn't. . . Listen, I really 
appreciate it... and I feel awful. 

(fake crying) 
I can't do this... I just feel 
terrible. I've gotta go... 

Rosina stands up and walks away. Troy stands up and catches 
her before she exits the coffee shop. He puts his hand on her 
shoulder and she turns around. 

TROY 
Rosina, wait. 

Rosina leans into his arms and he hugs her. Rosina begins 
sobbing into Troy's shoulder for a brief moment. She then 
sulks out from his grasp and quickly leaves the store. 

TROY 
Rosina wait I Let's just talk about 
this a bit more. 

Rosina glances back at Troy one last time with a look of 
shame. Then she hurries down the avenue. 



INT. CT'S UNCLES OFFICE - DAY 

CT is sitting across from uncle's desk. 

CT LAWRENCE 
...so basically the price is 
right... twenty years in business 
half their calendar year is already 
booked. . . then, I figure if we were 
to bring in bring in multiple 
investors with all their contacts, 
we could probably fill the rest... 

CT'S UNCLE 
True 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, and all these guys do it's 
tents, tables, and chairs... 

( MORE ) 



UNFUNCTIONABLE FAMILY/D. LONG 31 

CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
we could add package deals with, 
DJ ' s , entertainment , catering, blow 
up bouncy-things for kids . . . 
whatever. . . 

CT'S UNCLE 
Not bad so what else you got? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Well, you know I'm still putting 
the package together for the G-Mart 
deal. 

CT'S UNCLE 
Yeah, how's that going anyway? 

CT LAWRENCE 
It's in-process, should be wrapped 
up in a few more weeks . 

(beat)

CT LAWRENCE 
Germanic , that ' s good strong . Mark 
that one down. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'll mark it, but I think we can do 
better. 

(beat) 
What do you think of Brandon? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Not too bad... But, it kinda sounds 
like a kid that'd get bullied. 

(beat) 
Let's try Max, Maximus . Can't go 
wrong with Roman. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Where do you get this stuff? Let's 
see Max/Maximus . . . 

( beat , reading ) 
Okay, the greatest ever. . . It 
doesn't get more cocky than that. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah , but it ' s a good sounding 
name. Hey Max, how's it going? Hey 
Don, what's up? How was school 
today Vic? 

(beat) 
Three letters, short and simple. 
Then use the full name on a plaque 
or resume... Victor Lawrence. It's 
professional, and distinguished. 

(beat) 
That's still my favorite. 
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Rosina continues flipping through the book. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Well you can choose whatever name 
you want. But, I still get the 
final say. Though, I like Victor 
too. 

(beat) 
If it is a girl though... She will 
be Florenzal 

(beat) 
A flower coming to bloom. . . 
daughter of a rose... It's so 
perfect! 

(beat) 
You know, I was thinking I could 
even do a fashion line around her. 
Florenzal 

CT LAWRENCE 
I'm pretty fond of it myself. 
Anything, but Candy, Jasmine, or 
Sherry. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
CT please... that's the third time 
you said that. Of course I'm not 
naming my daughter some kind of 
sleazy porn star name. So just 
stop, okay? 

(beat) 
We should try to find out the sex 
of the baby as soon as possible 
though. So we can start planning. 
We have to set up a room. This 
place isn't big enough for all of 
us . . . maybe we should look for 
something larger . 

Rosina rolls her head on top of CT's chest. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Maybe we could buy the place next- 
door. . . then knock out a wall or 
something. . .

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ROSINA DELANI 
I don't know. I can't even think 
about this now.

(beat, delighted) 
Sonograms were taken this morning. 

(motioning to Janice) 
My purse Janice. 
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Janice grabs Rosina 's purse and gets out the pictures. 

ROSINA DELANI 
It appears as though... we are 
having a baby girl I 

(beat) 
Florenza Delanl Is on the way! 

JANICE 
You went with Florenza. Oh, I just 
love that name Rosina... 

ROSINA DELANI 
Well I'm glad you do I An' I hope 
you all do, because... 

(beat) 
You're going to be hearing it an 
awful lot. . . 

(beat) 
Our next Spring line... will be 
named after our blossoming 
flower. . . Florenza. 

Rosina stands perched angelic-like for a moment and leans her 
head to one side. Everyone in the design room begins 
applauding. 

Janice looks over the pictures and is about to hand them to 
one of the designers. Rosina bends over and motions to Janice 
with a single finger.

JUNIOR 
Ah-ha , alright . Doughnut . Take

Janice, a few 
other co-workers, and some other women sit beside Rosina on 
the couch. They are surrounded by gifts. 



EXT. FRAT HOUSE BACKYARD - EVENING 

More Alumni have shown up at the frat house. Everyone is in 
the backyard. They're all drinking and smoking marijuana. 
Junior shows the Alumni their large in-ground hot tub that's 
illuminated with green neon lights. 

JUNIOR

(beat)

Wrapping paper, empty boxes, and gifts are scattered all 
around Rosina on the couch. Rosina opens a box to reveal a 
large porcelain unicorn. All the girls are in awe over it as 
though it were a work of art . 



INT. ALPHA OMEGA FRAT HOUSE - EVENING 

CT and the Class of '94 Alumni are now very drunk. They are 
snorting lines of cocaine off of a coffee table with Mad Dog 
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Suddenly, the Kappa Sigma Sorority girls start coming through 
the front door. 

P.O.V. CT 

In a blurry daze, CT watches the Kappa Sigma girls being 
greeted by Mad Dog. The girls all stand in front of Mad Dog 
and face CT. Mad Dog repeatedly points his finger down at one 
of the girls . CT raises his hands in the air and gestures for 
the girl to come over. The sorority girl walks over and CT 
stands up. She gives CT a big hug. 

CARISSA 
(flirty) 
Hi, I'm Carissa. 

CT O.S. 
Hi. . . I'm CT. 

P.O.V. CT 

CT slowly slumps back into the sofa. Carissa sits down and 
snuggles up next to him. 

CARISSA 
So you're Alpha Omega Alumni huh? 

CT O.S. 
Fortunately, and un-fortunately. 

CARISSA 
(laughs) 
Ha ha... How old are you? 

CT O.S. 
(embarrassed) 
Thir-tyyyy six 

CARISSA 
Why do you say it like that? 

(beat) 
It's not that old. You look good 
for your age. Younger I 

CT O.S. 
Thanks . 

CARISSA 
Well, I need a drink. You want 
anything? 

CT O.S. 
A beer. 
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Carissa gets up and begins walking away, then turns back. 

CARISSA 
What kind? 

CT O.S. 
Oh, uh, Heineken-if they have it. 

CARISSA 
You got it... Hey, they didn't do 
anything weird or gross to their 
punch did they? 

CT O.S. 
I don't think so. 

CARISSA 
Thanks . 

Carissa smiles and walks away seductively. 



INT. ROSINA'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 

The baby shower is now wrapping up. Janice is helping Rosina 
clean up as others are leaving. 



INT. ALPHA OMEGA FRAT HOUSE - NIGHT 

Carissa gives CT a lap dance as he sits on the couch. Carissa 
lies across CT's lap. CT leans over and begins making out 
with her. 



INT. ROSINA'S APARTMENT BEDROOM - NIGHT 

Rosina flips through her cellphone and dials CT's number. 

INT. CARISSA' S DORM ROOM - NIGHT 

CT's cellphone is sitting on a night-stand. The phone 
vibrates, and Rosina 's name appears on the caller ID. In the 
bed next the night-stand CT is having sex with Carissa. 

INT. CARISSA' S DORM ROOM - MORNING 

CT wakes up to the sound of an IPOD alarm turning on and 
playing music. The IPOD PLAYS A SONG THAT SOMEHOW RELATES TO 
CT'S CIRCUMSTANCES. The clock reads 10:30 AM. CT awakes to 
find himself in Carissa 's dorm room. CT looks ashamed. 
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Carissa wakes up, and tries to kiss CT. CT rejects her 
advance . 

CARISSA 
Oh, hey. . . good morning I 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hey. . . 

CARISSA 
What's the matter? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I shouldn't be here? 

CARISSA 
Why not? I like you? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I'm getting married. 

CARISSA 
You're what? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah. 

CARISSA 
You never said anything? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I thought you knew? 

CARISSA 
If I knew, I wouldn't have slept 
with you. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I thought . . . 

CARISSA 
...well don't worry, it'll be 
alright. 

(beat) 
You're not married yet. Right? 

CT arrises and begins to get dressed. 

CT LAWRENCE 
No... not yet. Last night was kind 
of my bachelor's party. 

CARISSA 
Oh, OK... makes more sense now... 
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CT LAWRENCE 
I gotta go. 

(beat) 
Hey, who is this? This song? 

CARISSA 
Lemme see . . . 

Carissa tilts the iPOD alarm on her nightstand. 

CARISSA 
Oh , Strings ' N' Things . They ' re a 
new band on campus . . . they're 
really good. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, I like it. 

CARISSA 
I've got their CD... take it. I 
just burn everything onto my iPOD. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Can I? Are you sure? I really do 
like it. 

CARISSA 
Yeah, take it I don't care it's 
over there on my desk. 

CT walks over to the desk sifts through a couple CD's until 
he sees one labeled Strings ' n' Things. He picks it up. CT 
walks over to the nightstand and picks up his cellphone. He 
sees the missed call from Rosina. CT begins walking toward 
the door. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Oh great I 

CARISSA 
What is it? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Nothing. . . 

CARISSA 
Hey, hold up. Wait a second. 

Carissa gets up and grabs a marker. She then takes the CD out 
of CT's hand. She writes her name and phone number on the CD. 

CT LAWRENCE 
What? 
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CARISSA 
Just in case things don't work out. 

(beat) 
You were really nice... Call me. 

THE SONG CONTINUES PLAYING with the following montage 



EXT. WEDDING CHAPEL - DAY 

Well dressed guests line up outside the wedding chapel for CT 
and Rosina 's wedding. 



INT. GROOMS DRESSING ROOM - DAY 

CT and his best men are getting dressed. CT looks a bit 
nervous. Johnny Boy offers CT some cocaine. CT refuses. 



INT. BRIDES DRESSING ROOM - DAY 

Rosina and her bridesmaids are getting dressed. Rosina 
repeatedly checks her pregnant belly in the mirror. Her 
bridesmaids are drinking and dancing with each other. Rosina 
pulls away from the mirror and dances with them. 



INT. WEDDING CHAPEL - DAY 

CT and Rosina are giving their wedding vows. They look a bit 
nervous, but also very happy. 

CT places the wedding ring on Rosina 's finger and kisses her 



EXT. WEDDING CHAPEL - DAY 

CT and Rosina exit the wedding chapel. Everyone throws rice 
as CT and Rosina get into a limousine. 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - EARLY EVENING 

CT and Rosina work the room greeting everyone, and making 
small chit-chat. CT'S FATHER (looks like CT, but older) 
approaches him and adjusts his collar as he speaks to him 

CT'S FATHER 
You look good sonl I'm proud of 
you. I'd say Rosina 's a lucky 
woman... but, you are truly a lucky 
man to have her! 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Thanks Dad. 

CT'S FATHER 
So you're giving me a little 
granddaughter too, huh? 

CT LAWRENCE 
(proudly) 
Yes I ami We're naming her 
Fiorenza. 

CT'S FATHER 
I heard. I like that. Good job son I 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 

Everyone is seated. Dinner is being served and everyone's 
drinking and having a good time. Wedding guests begin tapping 
champagne glasses. Johnny Boy stands up very charismatically. 
He throws a few playful jabs at CT's gut, and delivers a 
speech. 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 

The entire wedding party is now dancing. CT and Rosina are 
twirling around the dance floor with some fairly skillful 
moves . Everyone applauds . 

Rosina dances with her father. Rosina rests her head on her 
father's shoulder as he speaks into her ear. 

EMILIO DELANI 
So I talked with my connection at 
the factory. It appears as if 
everything should be up and running 
smoothly within the next month. We 
should be all clear for an 
inspection as soon as I get word. . . 

As Rosina and her father's song wraps up CT walks over to 
ROSINA' S MOTHER (beautiful older woman with severe arthritis) 
and extends his hand to her. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Ms Delani, if I may have this 
dance? 

ROSINA' S MOTHER 
Oh, CT... You know I would, but, my 
arthritis is . . . 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Come-on we'll take it slow. 

CT helps Rosina 's mother up in place. They begin dancing very 
slowly on the edge of the dance floor. Rosina glances over at 
them with a great big smile. 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 

Rosina throws her wedding bouquet, and a young girl catches 
it. 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 

CT and his best men climb on each others backs and form a 
tower. As they approach the third tier of the tower, they 
topple over. 



INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 
CT and Rosina cut their wedding cake. 

INT. WEDDING RECEPTION HALL - LATER 

CT and Rosina dance alone on the dance floor, while everyone 
watches. CT and Rosina kiss. 

INT. LUXURIOUS HOTEL ROOM - NIGHT 

CT's lying in bed. Rosina undresses and climbs in next to 
him. Rosina turns off the light on the nightstand. 

DISSOLVE TO: 



INT. CARIBBEAN ISLAND, JUNGLE HUT - MORNING 

CT and Rosina are lying in a huge bed. They are inside a 
luxurious jungle hut that's surrounded with fly netting, and 
overlooks the ocean. CT's asleep. Rosina's awake. A large bed 
table spans them both, filled with breakfast foods. Rosina 
nudges CT. 

ROSINA DELANI 
CT wake up... we've got breakfast I 

CT wakes up slowly... 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Hmmm, breakfast? Oh, I forgot we 
were here. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
We're here. I ordered you a Mimosa. 

CT sits up and gives Rosina a kiss on the cheek. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Breakfast Mimosa! Thank you. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You better drink it fast. I haven't 
seen a drink more tempting than 
that since I've been pregnant. 

CT sits up and takes a big gulp of the Mimosa. 

CT LAWRENCE 

( beat , mocking ) 
Oh, and it's so good too. 

(beat) 
I don't know how you've done it. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You've done a good job yourself 
kicking... the other stuff. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I haven't been perfect. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Well at least you're trying... 

CT LAWRENCE 
Look at you though., raising a 
perfect little girl. . . inside. . . 

(beat) 
Still beautiful as ever. 

CT rubs Rosina' s belly. Rosina eats a spoonful of sliced 
fresh fruit. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Ummm. . . I'm getting so excited! 

(beat) 
It didn't seem real at first... but 
now, as everyday gets closer... I 
feel her. . . I feel us . . . 
together. . . as a family. . . 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Maybe, we could come back here when 
she' s older? 

ROSINA DELANI 
(sad, whining) 
At least then I could go horseback 
riding. Oooh, I wanna go horseback 
riding so bad! 

CT LAWRENCE 
This view Is In-cred-lble I I never 
wanna go back to the city again. 

MUSIC PLAYS ALONG WITH THE FOLLOWING MONTAGE OF SCENES. 



INT. STORAGE CENTER - DAY 

CT is putting his old furniture and belongings into storage. 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - DAY 

Rosina is looking at her pregnant belly in the mirror. 

INT. ROSINA' S OFFICE - EVENING 

CT sits on the couch reading a "First Time Fathers" book. 
Looking overwhelmed, he takes a big swig from a rocks glass. 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - BABY ROOM 

Rosina walks into the new baby's room in her apartment 
carrying the porcelain unicorn from her baby shower. She 
places it onto a shelf next to the crib. 

EXT. FIRE DEPARTMENT - DAY 

CT is half inside the back of his car installing a child's 
car seat. A fireman checks the seat and signs a piece of 
paper. 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT BEDROOM - AFTERNOON 

Rosina gets out of bed. The clock face reads 11:30. Rosina 
walks over to the wall next to her closet and marks an "X" on 
a calendar a few days short of one labeled "Due Date" . 
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INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT KITCHEN - AFTERNOON 

Rosina walks into her kitchen and opens the fridge. She makes 
a look of disgust at all the boxes of leftover delivery food. 
She sighs and takes out a container of orange juice. Rosina 
sets the orange juice on the counter and closes the 
refrigerator door. Rosina opens a cabinet and reaches up to 
grab a glass. Suddenly, her water breaks. 

Rosina slowly collapses to the floor. She takes out her 
cellphone and dials CT's number. 



INT. TAXI CAB - DAY 

Rosina rides in the back of a taxi on the way to a hospital. 

INT. HOSPITAL HALLWAY - DAY 

CT walks quickly down the hallway of a hospital. 

INT. DELIVERY ROOM - DAY 

CT bursts through the door to find Rosina in the middle of 
heavy contractions . 

Time passes. CT is holds Rosina 's hand as she gives birth. 

The doctor cradles the baby as Rosina gives birth. 

DOCTOR 
You're doing good. Keep pushing I 

CT O.S. 
Keep pushing Rosina. 

The doctor holds Fiorenza up toward Rosina and CT. They look 
at the baby in awe . . . 

DOCTOR 
Here she is. 

ROSINA V.O. 
Oh, she's beautiful! 



CT stands up stunned . 



DOCTOR 
The father can cut the umbilical 
cord if he wants. 
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CT slowly walks over and cuts the umbilical cord. The doctor 
holds up the baby again showing her to Rosina and CT. 

DOCTOR 
Now, I'm sorry I have to do this to 
you guys... but, I'm gonna have to 
take her away for a moment so we 
can run some tests . 

CT LAWRENCE 
That' s okay. 

Rosina sadly nods to the doctor as he walks away. CT comes to 
the side of Rosina and holds her. 

CT LAWRENCE 
It's okay, 
(beat) 
Hey, you did it. She's adorable I 

Time passes... CT and Rosina wait patiently. Finally, the 
doctor returns to the room followed by ELIZABETH TOWNS 
(Family Counselor, nice) . 

DOCTOR 
Hi guys, thanks for waiting so 
patiently. 

(awkward pause) 
I want you to know that your 
daughter is healthy. 

(smiling) 
Ten fingers and ten toes. 

(awkward pause) 
However, there are some other 
matters that need to be discussed 
that are out of my of expertise. 
This is why I have brought in one 
of our top-notch family counselors. 
Her name is Elizabeth Towns and... 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
Hi 

CT LAWRENCE 
What's going on? 

The doctor exits the room. 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
I just came to talk with you for a 
moment. As the doctor mentioned the 
baby. . . Fiorenza right? 
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ROSINA DELANI 
(worried) 
Yes... is everything alright? 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
Well... that's why I'm here. 

(awkward pause) 
Fiorenza is perfectly healthy. . . 
physically. . . However, there is 
another matter. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(on the brink of crying) 
What is it? 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
It ' s something you are both 
probably familiar with... 

(awkward pause) 
Fiorenza was born with Down's 
Syndrome . . . 

Rosina grabs very tightly onto CT's arm. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(crying) 
No. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Are you sure? She looked fine? 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
It's actually a lot more common 
than most people think. There is 
nothing either of you did to cause 
this... Fiorenza is simply another 
miracle just like many other... 

ROSINA DELANI 
(crying) 
CT... I can't, I can't... 

CT LAWRENCE 
I'm sorry Elizabeth. If you could 
just give us a moment. 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
I suppose a few minutes would be 
alright. 

Rosina pulls CT closer. CT caresses her as she cries. 
Elizabeth sets down a small pamphlet on the foot of the bed 
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ELIZABETH TOWNS 
I have a pamphlet here if you 
like... it's called "The Blessings 
of Downs" . 
(beat) 
Is there anything I can do or get 
for you? 

CT shakes his head demonstrating they don't need anything. 

Time passes, and Rosina is now holding the pamphlet. Rosina 
continues to cry as she reads the pamphlet. 

ROSINA DELANI 

(crying) 
...It'd be too much work... we'd 
have to hire someone anyway. . . 

(beat, crying) 
...an' what would everyone think? 
...I'm designing a fashion line 
around her... I couldn't have a... 

(beat, crying) 
What are we gonna do? 

CT LAWRENCE 
You ' re right ... I don ' t know . . . 
you're right though about it all... 
I'm trying to think... I don't know 
what to say? 

ROSINA DELANI 

(crying) 
An' what if we did give her away 
CT? 

(beat, crying) 
What... what then? What would 
everyone think then? 

(beat, crying) 
What would we say? We gave her 
away. I had a miscarriage... that's 
just terrible. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Well, there's always adoption. . . 
like we. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(crying, interrupting) 
...three months maternity leave... 
adoption takes time? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
We don't have to think about it 
right now. . . 

Quietly, the family counselor re-enters the room. She walks 
to the foot of the bed and puts her hand on Rosina's foot. 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
So how 're you two doing? 

CT and Rosina remain quiet for a moment. 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
Would you like me to bring her in? 

CT LAWRENCE 
(awkward pause) 
We're still kind-of discussing our 
options here. . . 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
I understand. . . 

(beat) 
...if are there any questions or 
concerns you might have... I'll be 
happy to aid in any way. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
We're weighing our options. 

(beat) 
One consideration is one of the 
high-end special-care-facilities . 

(beat) 
Perhaps you could tell us a little 
more . . . 

Time passes in a blurry haze as the counselor begins 
addressing their concerns. 

The counselor now sits in a chair next to CT. 

ELIZABETH TOWNS 
...so, don't worry about it for 
now. I suggest you take some more 
time for yourselves. 

(beat) 
Rosina, you look like you could use 
some rest . 

(beat) 
My recommendation is that you spend 
the rest of the evening. . . in-fact, 
the entire night, just getting your 
strength back. . . 
( MORE ) 
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ELIZABETH TOWNS (cont'd) 
(beat) 
...leave your decision-making 'til 
tomorrow . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(very sincere) 
Thank you so much! 

The counselor stands up slowly, then walks out of the room. 
She gives a small wave goodbye to Rosina and CT as she exits 



INT. DELIVERY ROOM - MORNING 

SUBTLE MUSIC PLAYS IN THE BACKGROUND 

The counselor sits at a small table with CT. She writes down 
some information on a form. She slides the papers over to CT. 
CT signs them. CT walks the papers over to Rosina. Rosina 
closes her eyes as she signs her name. 

INT. HOSPITAL NEW BORN BABY ROOM - MORNING 

Fiorenza is wrapped up in a blanket. She's then placed on a 
transport cart and rolled out of the room. 

EXT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT BUILDING - DAY 

CT gets out of a Lincoln Town Car. He walks over to the 
passenger door and helps Rosina step out. They walk into the 
apartment building. 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - DAY 

Rosina lies on the couch. A daytime talk show plays on the TV 
in the background. A container of Chinese food sits untouched 
on the coffee table in front of her. Rosina 's cellphone sits 
nearby with a blinking light showing 17 missed calls. 

Rosina 's cellphone RINGS. Rosina picks up her cellphone and 
throws it into the wall. The cellphone breaks into pieces. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(yelling) 
Stop calling! 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT BEDROOM - SAME TIME 

CT sits in bed with his notebook computer on his lap. CT 
closes his computer. 
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He leans over and looks out the bedroom door at Rosina in the 
living room. Rosina looks back at him for a second then lies 
back down on the sofa. 



INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT LIVING ROOM - AFTERNOON 

Rosina picks up her new cellphone (lying next to it's new 
packaging) and calls her father. 



EXT. BELMONT HORSE TRACK (LONG ISLAND) - DAY 

Emilio Delani (Rosina' s Father) sits in the second row of the 
racetrack. He's sipping a Mint Julep from a rocks glass. On 
his lap is a gambling ticket that lists names of horses. THE 
GAMBLING TICKET READS AS FOLLOWS. 

Race 1 $500 Magenta Dragon (5/1) 

Race 2 - $500 - Mint Julep (15/4) WtlA, 

Race 3 $&m Old Faithful (21/6) 

Race 4 $500 Leprechaun ( 17/9) 

Race 5 - $500 - The Silver Bullet (13/1) WilA, 

Race 6 $500 Leopold (6/1) 

Race 7 - $500 - Pocahontas (14/3) 

Race 8 - $500 - Fireball (9/2) 

The horses race past Emilio' s section. 

CLOSE UP on a horse running in 3rd place. A brown blanket 
draped across the horse's upper torso reads "Pocahontas". 

Emilio 's cellphone rings, and he answers. 

EMILIO DELANI 

(excited) 
Rosinal ...I've been calling your 
phone for the past two days . I 
haven't heard from you. I called 
the hospital; they said you were 
released... no other info... 

( beat , worried ) 
Is everything alright? 
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INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - DAY 

Rosina lies in bed talking on her phone. 

ROSINA DELANI 
No. . . 

EMILIO DELANI V.O. 
What's the matter Rosie? 

ROSINA DELANI 
The baby. . . 

(beat, sad) 
Dad... She was born with Down's 
Syndrome . . . 

(beat) 
We spent the night talking about 
it... then we decided to give her 
away to a care facility. . . 

(triple beat) 
Are you there? 



EXT. BELMONT HORSE TRACK (LONG ISLAND) - DAY 

Race spectators stand up cheering and shaking their fists in 
anger. Emilio sits in shock after hearing Rosina 's news. 

EMILIO DELANI 
Yeah, I'm here Rosie... I'm sorry 
to hear that. 



INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT - DAY 

Rosina lies in bed talking on her phone. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Well, you understand why I haven't 
been taking any calls. I actually 
broke my phone the other day... CT 
just got me this one. 

(beat, sad) 
Anyway, you're the first one I've 
called. . . 

(breaking into tears) 
I haven't told anyone else yet... 

EMILIO DELANI V.O. 
That's okay Rosie, I understand. 
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ROSINA DELANI 

(crying) 
Dad, we wanna adopt a new girl... 

(beat, sobbing) 
We were wondering if you had any 
connections... that might help bump 
us on one of the waiting lists... 

(beat, sobbing) 
The city, Jersey. . . Upstate. . . 

(beat, sobbing) 
I'm sorry... this is so hard... 



EXT. BELMONT HORSE TRACK (LONG ISLAND) - DAY 

The crowd surrounding Emilio begins to settles back down 

EMILIO DELANI 

(shocked) 
Oh, I don't know Rosie? I can try. 

(beat) 
. . .try and pull some strings . . . 
But, that could be tough... Other 
things? Business things? They ' re 
easy. . . But, this is different. . . 
I'll have to think about it... 

ROSINA DELANI V.O. 
( beat , worried ) 
Okay. . . 

EMILIO DELANI 
Are you alright? Is there anything 
else I . . . 

Rosina can be heard crying on the other end of the phone 

EMILIO DELANI 
Listen, just hang tight. Okay 
Kid'o... I'll try... 

(beat) 
Daddy, will figure something out... 
okay? 

ROSINA DELANI V.O. 
(sobbing) 
Okay. . . 

EMILIO DELANI 
Alright. . . just gimmie. . . 
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CLICK . The phone line goes dead . Emilio strikes a line 
through the horse named "Pocahontas" on his list. He then 
tips his hat forward over his face and holds it there. 



INT. PARKING GARAGE - DAY 

CT and Rosina get into CT's car. 

INT. CT'S CAR - DAY 

Rosina and CT sit inside the car. CT starts the engine and 
they drive out of the parking garage. 

ROSINA DELANI 
So anyway, he said we'd probably 
have the best luck going here... 

(beat) 
Nothing granted, no direct 
contacts . However, the average 
worker's salary is substantially 
lower than anything else within a 
hundred miles. . . 

(beat) 
Anyway, he said he's done it many 
times before. . . 

(beat) 
Just write the amount, sign it, but 
leave the rest blank. Non-verbal, 
it's legal, not binding, just a 
feeler. 

(beat) 
And we'll see if Miss... 

INT. BROOKLYN ADOPTION AGENCY - DAY 

CT and Rosina sit in an office in an Adoption Agency. The 
agency worker, MONIQUE SIMMONS (sharp, diligent, honest, 
black woman) , leans across her desk and shakes hands with CT 
and Rosina. 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Monique Simmons . . . nice to meet you 
Mister and Missus Lawrence. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Hi. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hi. 
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MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Okay, so I see you guys applied 
online. Thank you. That makes 
things much easier. I've got your 
printouts right here... 

Monique analyzes the forms, thumbing through them slowly 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
OK, let's see what we have here... 

(beat) 
Upper West Side, Manhattan, very 
nlcel So the additional room would 
then be available to the child. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes, we've got it fully prepared. 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Very good. However, a residential 
inspection will need to be done to 
make sure all regulations are up to 
par. 

(hands CT a card) 
Call this number and set up an 
appointment. 

(beat) 
Okay, this looks good. . . Hmmmmm, 
everything here looks pretty good. 

(beat) 
Now I see you've both left these 
areas blank. Now have you or Rosina 
ever sought any psychological 
treatment? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Not me. 

ROSINA DELANI 
No. 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Sorry, they make us ask that. No 
big deal. 

(beat) 
Okay, this looks good. . . good. . . 
good. . . okay. . . 

(beat) 
Okay, sooo. . . you're limiting 
yourself to a newborn, white, baby 
girl... that is actually quite 
specific. . . 

( beat , awkward ) 
( MORE ) 
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MONIQUE SIMMONS (cont'd) 
Generally, we get at least both 
genders... but, expanding up into 
the first six months can also free 
up a lot more possibilities. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(charismatic) 
I know, it sounds of weird. . . But, 
we kind of had our hearts set on a 
little girl. . . 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
That' s fine. . . 

(beat) 
Okay, background checks . . . let ' s 
see here... CT, I see a misdemeanor 
charge for petty larceny. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
That' s on there? 

(beat) 
That was like twenty years ago. I 
was a kid. A distortion pedal for a 
guitar amp. Not really a big deal. 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
...and a DWI a few years later. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Like I said, I was young. . . 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
No big deal. Believe me I've seen 
much worse. 

(laughing) 
You'd be surprised at some of the 
things people have done... and we 
still find them kids. 

CT takes this comment by Monique as a sign leniency and 
looseness. CT nods at her very friendly. 



CT LAWRENCE 



Sweet I 



MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Oh yeah... Well everything here 
looks pretty good to me. Let me 
just enter a few things into the 
computer and I'll see what we can 
do. 
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Monique begins typing information into her computer. 
Meanwhile, Rosina and CT look at each other. They silently 
communicate with facial and hand gestures . 

CT appears to feel a bit awkward about going forward with it 
Rosina, gives looks of approval and rolling hand gestures, 
suggesting he try. . . 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Okay, I've plugged you in the 
system here. . . 

(beat) 
...and as I expected, you should 
anticipate a wait of about two-and 
a-half years before you can start 
prospective new infants. 

(beat) 
Feel free to get the home 
inspection done anytime... Is there 
anything else I can do for you 
guys? 

CT scoots his chair along the side of Monique 's desk. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Well there is one other thing I 
would just like to throw out here. 

(beat) 
Take it for what you like... 

CT takes out his check book and sets it on the desk so that 
it is legible from Monique 's perspective. He writes down a 
dollar amount of $50,000 on the check. Then, as he begins to 
sign the bottom of the check... 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
I had a feeling this might happen. 

(beat) 
Who do you people think you are? 

(beat) 
Seriously? 

CT and Rosina become uncomfortable. CT quickly withdraws his 
checkbook from the table. He and Rosina stand up and begin 
heading for the door. 

MONIQUE SIMMONS 
Come in here requesting a newborn 
white, baby girl... there are 
plenty of other options you know. . . 
if you need a baby ASAP. . . 

(beat) 
Here I am being polite... 
( MORE ) 
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MONIQUE SIMMONS (cont'd) 
don't think I didn't see that you 
just had a baby girl... and gave 
her away to some facility because 
she had Down's Syndrome. But, I 
have respect... something you 
obviously. . . 

(beat) 
That's right, get on out of here I 
Think you can buy me off... 
Please, you people disgust met 



Rosina and CT exit in shame 



INT. CT'S CAR - DAY 

CT and Rosina are riding in the car. Both sit quiet and 
angry. The radio is on. CT turns the radio off. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I knew that was a bad idea. 

ROSINA DELANI 
We knew we were taking a chance . 

CT LAWRENCE 
( interrupting ) 
A big chance. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
There are plenty of other places. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Are you serious? Were we just in 
the same room together? 

ROSINA DELANI 
So what, I don't care! There's 
nothing they can do legally. . . just 
like my dad said. . . nothing that 
can stick. 

CT LAWRENCE 
You're crazy... I can't do that 
again . Besides . . . regardless ... It 
Is Illegal! 

ROSINA DELANI 
(yelling) 
I don't care CT, I need a baby! 

(beat) 
We have to. . . 

( MORE ) 
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ROSINA DELANI (cont'd) 
You know the other way he mentioned 
really isn't illegal at all... I 
think I'd actually prefer that I 

CT LAWRENCE 
A black market baby from Italy? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Not exactly. . . A cash transaction. 
Birth certificate, adoption papers, 
medical, everything. . . We should 
have just done that in the first 
place. 

CT LAWRENCE 

(to himself) 
I don't know what we should have 
done in the first place? 

(beat) 
You know neither of us are really 
fit to be parents . . . That woman was 
right! 

(slightly to himself) 
I only signed up for this whole 
thing 'cause of the kid in the 
first place... now with the kid out 
of the picture, I don't even 
know. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 

(yelling) 
Go ahead; just say it CTI 

(beat, waiting) 
You can't, can you? I'm sure you 
can do It though. . . right! 

(beat) 
Run away CTI Do whatever the fuck 
you want. When things get tough 
right, CT? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Don't do this Rosina... 

ROSINA DELANI 
Right? I don't give a shit, you 
really don't love me... Say it... 
it's probably a matter of time 
before you'd be off cheating 
anyways . . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
You know you're putting a lot of 
words into my mouth. I wouldn't 
have said... or even thought... 

( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
(beat) 
But, you know they're starting to 
sound pretty damn good. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I don't give a fuck. You do 
whatever you want. . . 

(beat) 
I'm getting my babyl Wanna divorce? 
We'll get a divorce... but, you 
better not say a damn thing about 
any of this . . . 

(beat) 
My reputation is on the line 
here. . . 

INT CT'S CAR (OUTSIDE OF CARISSA'S DORMITORY) - LATE EVENING 

CT parks his car outside of Carissa's dorm. CT takes out the 
CD that Carissa had given him (her phone number written on 
it). CT enters Carissa's phone number into his cellphone. 

CT pauses a moment. He contemplates calling her. He takes a 
cigarette out, lights it, and begins to smoke. 

CT takes out a package of cocaine, pours some out onto the CD 
case and snorts it. CT sits in the car a while longer. He 
looks out the window and sees the shadow of a figure walking 
around inside the dorm room. 

CT takes the CD out of its case, puts it in his CD player. 
MUSIC PLAYS. CT hesitates a moment longer, starts his car, 
and drives out of the parking lot. 



INT. JFK INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT - NIGHT 
Rosina waits online holding her ticket. 

INT. STORAGE CENTER - NIGHT 

CT sits alone trying to play his guitar on the cramped 
leather sofa in his storage unit. A candle on a box in front 
of him left the area, half bottle of Jonnie Walker Blue Label 
lies next to it. The notes coming from the guitar sound off- 
key and irregular. CT stands up and smashes a lamp with his 
guitar. 
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INT. ABRUZZO INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT - ITALY - BAGGAGE 
RETRIEVAL - DAY 

As Rosina waits for her luggage to circle around the 
conveyer, she is greeted by MARIO (Italian Mafia, mid 50 's, 
wearing an expensive tailored suit) . Mario holds a picture of 
Rosina and cross checks her features for a positive ID. 

THEY SPEAK IN ITALIAN WITH ENGLISH SUBTITLES. 

MARIO 
Rosina Delani? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Si. Ciao, devi essere Mario. 

(subtitle) 
Yes. Hi, you must be Mario. 

MARIO 
Lieto di incontrarmi con voi, dopo 
tutti questi anni. Sono un amico di 
tuo padre . 

(subtitle) 
Nice to meet you after all these 
years. I am a close friend of your 
father. 

Rosina notices her suitcase coming around the belt and 
reaches for it. Mario leans over and picks it up. 

MARIO 
Per favore, me lo permette. 

(subtitle) 
Please, allow me. 



INT. STORAGE UNIT - MORNING 

CT awakes on the floor of the storage unit. The empty bottle 
of Johnnie Walker Blue Label and broken glass lie next to 
him. CT looks at his cellphone, the time reads 8:25. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Shit. 

CT rubs his eyes and gets up. He grabs a gym bag nearby. He 
takes out a button-down shirt, his glasses, dress pants, and 
a bathroom kit. He places them all on a desk. 

CT quickly changes into his dress clothes, and then rifles 
through pants he wore yesterday finding a package of cocaine 
He puts it in his bathroom kit and exits the unit. 
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INT. MARIO'S ALFA ROMEO BRERA - DAY 

Rosina and Mario ride in his Alfa Romeo Brera (classy car, 
but not flashy) . The coastline of Adriatic Sea is in the 
background. 

MARIO 
(in broken English accent) 
I believe your a mother lived 
around here... in Pineta, right? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes. I actually visited a few times 
when I was young. 



INT. G-MART - DAY 

CT quickly enters the G-Mart, and then walks with his head 
down towards the bathroom. 



INT. G-MART BATHROOM - MORNING 

CT rushes into the G-Mart bathroom and opens his bathroom 
kit. He brushes his teeth and combs his hair. 

He removes his contacts, and puts on his glasses. 

CT dispenses a huge line of cocaine and snorts it quickly, 
making sure no traces of it remain under his nostril. He 
looks up with confidences that indicates he is ready. 



INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL - DAY 

Mario and Rosina walk into a brothel. They walk through the 
lobby past a small bar and greeting area. Prostitutes smile 
at Mario as he passes by and examine Rosina carefully. 

They continue down a hallway passing a few open doors. 
Prostitutes in lingerie recline seductively on beds as they 
watch TV to pass time waiting for business . Other doors are 
closed, with signs on the door knobs that read "Occupato". 

Finally, they come to an open door and walk in. 
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INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL - DAY 

Mario and Rosina enter into the brothel room. FRANCESCA 
(Beautiful, dark haired, prostitute, slight resemblance to 
Rosina) sits slumped on a bed. A baby is in a crib nearby. 

MARIO 
Ciao Franchesca. Questo e Rosina. 
La donna ti ho parlato . . . 

(subtitle) 
Hello Franchesca. This is Rosina. 
The woman I told you about... 

FRANCESCA 
Ciao 

(subtitle) 
Hello 

ROSINA DELANI 
Ciao 

(subtitle) 
Hello 

Rosina quickly walks over to the baby. She picks her up and 
begins examining her from head to toe. CLOSE UP: Rosina looks 
at her face, arms, and legs. Francesca watches carefully. 

MARIO 
Vi lascio due soli... 

(a Rosina) 
...sard sotto il portico, quando hai 
finite 

(subtitle) 
I'll leave you two alone. 

(beat, to Rosina) ) 
Take your time... I ' 11 be on the 
front porch when you ' re done . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Thank you, Mario. 

Mario exits the room . 



INT. G-MART CONFERENCE ROOM - MORNING 

CT walks into a room of Investment Capitalists. He quickly 
opens his briefcase and plugs his laptop into a projector. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Good morning gentlemen, 
(beat) 

( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
Once again, I apologize for keeping 
you waiting. 

(beat) 
I assume you got the message that I 
got a flat on the highway... 
actually, had to catch a taxi... 

The Investment Capitalists look at one another and give sighs 
of doubt . 

CT LAWRENCE 
What's a couple of minutes though 
right? 

(beat) 
Okay, lets get started . 

CT starts the presentation on the projector and begins 
handing out informational packets . 

CT LAWRENCE 
I present you today with a facelift 
for an aging G-Mart. Replacing it 
with the most modern and 
socioeconomically efficient 
Smartmart packages available. 

CT prompts the next screen on his presentation. The top-half 
of the screen shows summarized quarterly earnings statements. 
The bottom half of the screen shows statistical graphs. 

CT LAWRENCE 
With no further adieu... since 
we ' re talking your Greenbacks here 
gentlemen... let's begin with the 
Black. I'll begin by breaking it 
all down to Brass Tacks. . . 

(beat) 
Then we'll pull out the Bell's ' n' 
Whistles . . . 

With his opening statement CT wins over a few of the 
disgruntled investors. 

SENIOR INVESTOR 
(chuckles) 
Old school, I like it... 

CT LAWRENCE 
The G-Mart you're sitting in 
grossed twenty- four-and-a-quarter 
million dollars last year. 
( beat , mocking ) 
( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
Actually not too bad, considering 
if it were located in the Central- 
Mid-West... not to mention the two- 
point-five that could 've be earned 
by reducing inventory surplus, 
shortage, and shrinkage... 

(beat) 
If you turn to page-sixteen in your 
investment portfolios. You'll see 
the mirrored results of a dated 
Smartmart located just forty- five 
miles from here... 



INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL ROOM - DAY 

Rosina sits at Francesca's feet facing the baby in the crib 

ROSINA DELANI 
(actually in Italian 
w/English subtitles ) 
She's so beautiful... So you... 

(beat) 
We actually look more alike than I 
thought. . . from what they said. . . 

FRANCESCA 
I think so too... 

ROSINA DELANI 
So you just had her? 

FRANCESCA 
A little over a week. 

Rosina rocks the baby's cradle gently. Francesca looks away 
from Rosina and the baby as they continue talking. 

ROSINA DELANI 
She's so cute. 

(beat) 
I suppose... you know why I'm here? 

(beat) 
I assume... you're comfortable with 
the decision. . . 

FRANCESCA 
I made the decision a long time 
ago... I have been living with it. 

(beat, very serious) 
I have only one request... that you 
care for her and give her the best 
life you can. . . 
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ROSINA DELANI 
I will cherish her, and do 
everything I can for her. 

FRANCESCA 
I appreciate that. 

ROSINA DELANI 
So I understand she's healthy. . . 
Are there any health conditions in 
your family I should know about? 

FRANCESCA 
Nothing important. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Do you have an idea who the father 
was? Any, more regular. . . 

Francesca looks at Rosina quickly with frustration, then back 
toward the wall. 

FRANCESCA 
No. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I just thought I'd... anyway... 

(beat) 
Would you ever like to see her 
again, as she gets older. . . I 
wouldn't have a problem with that. 

Francesca looks back at Rosina slowly. 

FRANCESCA 
No. . . 

(double beat) 
I don't think so... 

(beat) 
I have thought of that... 

ROSINA DELANI 
It would be alright with me. Under 
the right conditions . . . 

(beat) 
Think about it... here take this... 

Rosina hands Francesca a small piece of paper with her name 
and phone number on it . 

ROSINA DELANI 
Call me if you want... anytime... 
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INT. G-MART CONFERENCE ROOM - MORNING 

CT has a small scale model of the interior of the new 
Smartmart laid out in front of the potential investors . 

CT LAWRENCE 
A grid of three-hundred-sixty- 
degree security cameras spaced out 
every twenty-five square-feet... 

(beat) 
Two of the traditional checkout 
counters in front, replaced by four 
self-checkout counters . 

(beat) 
We'll be breaking the outdoors 
sporting goods section... that as 
I'd mentioned has been operating at 
a detrimental loss . . . into jewelry 
and eye-care sublets. 

(triple beat) 
Okay, well that sums up the store 
model for now. 

(beat) 
Let's move on to a short Q&A 
session, before we break for 
lunch... Any questions? 

CT points at a YOUNG INVESTMENT CAPITALIST raising his hand 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yes ... Mr . Crawford . 

YOUNG INVESTOR 
In the case of multiple marginal 
investors, what will the penalties 
be for early departure of 
participating parties? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Good question. 

(beat) 
Ideally, we're looking for a single 
investor on the project. 

(beat) 
However, in the case of multiple 
parties coercing to generate the 
highest bid. . . there will be severe 
penalties for early withdrawal... 
within the first six months... 

(beat) 

( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
With other outlined penalties in 
the first two-years... and minor 
penalties within five-years. 

CT picks up a copy the Investment Package Portfolio and turns 
to a page in the back. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Page... hmmm, forty-two in the 
Investment Portfolio... outlines 
all such cases. 

(beat) 
We've also added reinvestment and 
late buy-in perks, for potential 
future investors to get in on the 
action. 

The Young Investor nods his approval. CT pans around the room 
with an open hand. A MIDDLE-AGED INVESTOR raises his hand. CT 
points to him. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yes. . . you sir I 



INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL ROOM - DAY 

Rosina is now holding the baby, still sitting at the foot of 
Francesca's bed. Francesca watches cautiously as Rosina 
strokes the side of the baby's face. 

FRANCESCA 
So you will be a loving mother. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I will. 

FRANCESCA 
I trust you. . . 

(beat) 
Take her then, this is too hard for 
me . . . 

(beat) 
I have a suitcase packed... there. 

Francesca points to a suitcase in the corner. 

FRANCESCA 
There's a cooler inside with two 
days of milk. You must keep it 
cold. With ice... 

(beat, choking up) 
There are some clothes and other 
things as well... 
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Francesca pauses a moment, holding back her emotions. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Thank you . . . for everything! 

Francesca remains silent. Rosina reaches into her purse and 
takes out a check for $80,000 cash. 



INT. G-MART BATHROOM - DAY 

CT puts a bag of cocaine back into his pocket. He looks at 
himself in the mirror. He appears very strung-out, eyes 
bloodshot, face flushed, wispy hair, and dry lips. 

CT LAWRENCE 
We ' re doing pretty good here . 
Turned 'em around... got 'em on my 
side. Another hour to go. 

(beat) 
Close 'em... keep it together... 

(beat) 
Jesus, I look terrible... get it 
together. . . 

CT runs the water and washes his face a few times to hydrate. 



INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL ROOM - DAY 

Rosina hands Francesca the check for $80,000. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I don't know what else to say... I 
really appreciate. . . 

(beat) 
Here, take this... 

Francesca takes the check and looks away again. Rosina begins 
to stand up slowly. Francesca puts her hand on Rosina 's 
shoulder. Rosina sits back down and looks toward her. 
Francesca begins taking off her necklace. 

FRANCESCA 
Wait. . . 

(beat) 
I want her to have this... 

Francesca wraps the necklace around the babies head twice, 
then connects the small latch. Rosina pauses, giving 
Francesca a final look at her daughter. Francesca kisses the 
baby on the forehead. 
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Rosina begins to slowly stand up again. Francesca begins 
bawling. Rosina takes a few short steps toward the suitcase 
and begins crying as well. 

Rosina stops. She holds the baby close to her. Rosina begins 
sobbing as well. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I can't. . . 

FRANCESCA 

(crying, angry) 
You have to... take her... 

(beat) 
Take her with you... I've prepared 
for this... it will become easier. 

ROSINA DELANI 
She ' s not mine . . . she ' s yours . . . 

(beat) 
You love her. . . 

Rosina turns around with the baby directly facing Francesca. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I have a girl too... A baby girl. 

FRANCESCA 
I know they told me... that is why 
I know. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
She was born with Downs Syndrome... 

( beat , wiping eye ) 
But, she was mine... she was 
mine... I don't even know if I love 
her. I never gave myself the chance 
to... just a moment... 

(double beat) 
She . . . she ' s yours . . . you love her. 

Rosina walks to Francesca. Francesca turns away refusing. 
Rosina persists, and comes to her side. She hands her the 
baby. Francesca resists reluctantly, then holds her baby. 

ROSINA DELANI 
So much better. . . 

(beat, whispering) 
I'm going to get my daughter back 
too . . . 
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FRANCESCA 
I can't... you can't... they will 
be angry with me. . . 

(beat) 
They might. . . . 



Rosina stops a moment thinking. She drys her eyes. Then, a 
very serious look comes over her face. She looks across the 
room as she thinks. She sees the check and phone number she'd 
given Francesca on a nightstand. 



INT. G-MART SALES FLOOR - DAY 

CT leads the potential investors through the store. He pauses 
a moment and huddles the group together behind him. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Now, as I'd mentioned before... a 
buyout and reorganization is the 
perfect time for layoffs and 
replacement hiring... 

(beat) 
...I'd like to be discrete about my 
recommendations ... so stay tight. 

(beat) 
Starting here... listen, I'm just 
being honest and taking this from a 
business perspective... 

CT gestures toward a somewhat trashy middle aged sales woman. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Does that look like someone you'd 
want selling clothes to your 
daughter. 

(quieter, mocking) 
I've been closer... bad teeth, bad 
breath, bad tatoos , 'an a little 
too flirty, you know what I mean. 

The investors chuckle amongst themselves. 

CT LAWRENCE 

(beat, louder) 
Okay, moving on to one of my 
favorites... the Snack Standi 

(beat, sarcastic ) 
Can I interest any of you gentlemen 
in a stale popcorn, or hot dog? 

The investors chuckle again. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
But, seriously. . . with the chance 
of unsanitary conditions, health 
board cases. . . et cetera. . . a 
cellphone booth or photo 
development center . . . way more 
practical and profitable... 

The investors nod in agreement. 

SENIOR INVESTOR 
But, you suggest subletting part of 
the stockroom to a Fast Food Chain. 

CT LAWRENCE 
It's an option... and it allows the 
sublet to take on any health 
concerns. That's what they do. 

SENIOR INVESTOR 
Yeah, but as a department store... 
we'd be here to move product. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Great point. But, I think we can do 
it more efficiently. Why stock it 
when you can shelf it. I'll get to 
that in a moment. However, you take 
what you like. 

(beat) 
I'm offering many toppings here. 
You boys select the pizza or sundae 
that meets your taste... 

CT quickly steps around the corner as the investors 
momentarily lag behind a moment. CT snorts his nose 
profusely. CT appears somewhat high and overly confident for 
a moment. 

CT grabs a shopping cart full of a customers' goods. The 
customer is a few feet down the aisle. 

The investors come around the corner of the aisle. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Shopping carts . . . 

(beat) 
...failed to mention it in the 
presentation before. However, it is 
in the Investment Package. 

The woman shopping walks back to her cart. However, CT 
doesn't notice because he's facing the investors. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Also, unsanitary here at G-Mart. 

The woman tugs a bit on the cart and CT turns his head to see 
her. He lets go of the cart and makes an apologetic gesture. 
The woman looks at CT slightly angry and confused. She then 
takes her cart and continues shopping. 

The potential investors find CT's behavior a bit unsettling. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Sorry about that ma'am. 

(beat, to investors ) 
However, we'll be making clean 
wipes available at the cart 
disposal. Giving shoppers the 
opportunity for a germ-free handle. 

CT points over to the customer service center. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Let me draw your attention to the 
customer service center for a 
moment . . . 

( beat , mocking ) 
Which could be eliminated and 
combined with the returns and 
fitting room desk in the back. 

(beat, quieter) 
Personnel ... we ' ve got an 
incompetent , lenient , un- 
motivational, forty-year old, with 
no sales strategy, currently as one 
of the daytime managers . Who could 
potentially have sexual harassment 
issues developing. . . 

(beat) 
Working along side him, Assistant 
Manager Carl... that kid's good! 
That's what we're looking for. Ever 
hear of Job Swapping? Just 
kidding. . . 

(beat) 
We could probably let what' s-hls- 
name, go with a great 
recommendation . 

Some investors give looks of approval, while other give looks 
somewhat questioning CT's perspective. 

CT then points at a middle-aged male worker with Down's 
Syndrome who is stocking a shelf. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
(quieter) 
Not to mention another eyesore. 
Here we have Ricky, a Re-tar. . . 

As CT is about to say the word "Retard" he makes eye contact 
with the man with Down's Syndrome. CT pauses a moment in 
shame, then catches himself. 

CT LAWRENCE 
A re . . . 

(CONSCIOUS MOMENT) 
...actually a remarkable worker. 

( beat , backtracking ) 
Cleaning up an eyesore of a 
shelf . . . Labels forward! 

(beat) 
Not to mention very good for 
company and customer. . . 

(CONSCIOUS MOMENT) 
Relations. . . 

Investors nod in agreement, but are a little confused by CT's 
awkwardness . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Moving on . . . 



INT. ITALIAN BROTHEL ROOM - DAY 

Rosina walks over to the night stand, she picks up the check 
and her business card. She brings them to Francesca. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You take these... You hide them. 

(beat) 
You leave... you take the money... 
No . . . it ' s too much . . . 

Rosina rips up the check and takes a new check out of her 
checkbook. She fills out the check for $2,000. She hands it 
to Francesca. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You call me... take that money and 
get safe. I will send you more. You 
must get out of here and raise your 
baby. . . 

(beat, happily) 
You can even come to New York. . . 
visit me, maybe I'll find you work. 
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Rosina laughs a bit. Francesca laughs in tears. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I will go now. I will say I changed 
my mind. . . that, I want my baby 
back. I will act sad. 

(beat) 
You must be angry. . . Angry, that I 
did not take the baby and give you 
the money. . . 

(beat) 
Here dry your eyes. Look at me... 
be angry. . . 

Rosina helps Francesca dry her eyes with her shirt. Francesca 
gives Rosina a great big smile. Francesca then quickly turns 
her smile into an angry evil look. Francesca and Rosina laugh 
happily. 

Rosina exits giving Francesca one last smile. 



INT. G-MART SALES FLOOR - MORNING 

CT stands in a mock/model aisle portraying the new Smartmart 
image. This aisle is mirrored by the current G-Mart aisle. 

The new aisle contains deeper and taller shelves with a caged 
storage area on top of them. The new aisles also have bright 
complementary colors matching the Smartmart image. 

CT's in the middle of showing the investors some of the 
shelving features. He moves one of the shelves upwards with a 
single hand. 

CT LAWRENCE 
. . .these new shelving systems use 
an interlocking height adjustment 
system. It's very easy to use. 

CT takes a key and locks the shelf into place. 

CT LAWRENCE 
See here as I adjust the shelf to 
the desired height and then lock it 
into place. Safe and reliable. 

(beat) 
Leaving just enough clearance to 
fully stock every shelf. 

MIDDLE AGED INVESTOR 
Not bad. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
More importantly however, the high 
capacity overhead storage system. 

CT points upwards to a caged area rising five feet above the 
shelving display. CT then points across toward the dated G- 
Mart aisle mirroring them. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Sure they're storing some inventory 
up there. However, never more than 
a foot or so. 

(beat) 
Why? Because when the customer 
cannot find what they're looking 
for on display. They begin reaching 
for inventory. Perhaps dropping it 
on the floor, damaging the item, or 
dropping it on their head, maybe 
grabbing something else to stand 
on... and God-forbid they fall... 

(beat) 
Lawsuit city! 

CT returns the investors attention to the new shelving units 

CT LAWRENCE 
By containing the inventory the 
customer knows it's off limits. 
They'll call over a sales associate 
with a key, who can also help close 
the sale. 

(beat) 
Not to mention the big perk. . . up 
to three-hundred cubic-feet of 
storage per aisle. 

YOUNG INVESTOR 
Three-hundred cubic-feet of storage 
in those. Are you sure? 

CT LAWRENCE 
In this one here. . . Yes! 

(beat) 
Twenty, by three in depth, and five 
in height... You do the math... 
even more in longer aisles. 

OLDER INVESTOR 
How many aisles were estimated in 
the new layout? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
I'd have to double-check. However, 
I know the total storage adds up to 
about fourteen thousand cubic feet. 

All the potential investors seem very impressed. CT walks 
them to the end of the aisle. CT pulls out two mannequins 
(male and female) dressed in the new Smartmart Brand Uniform. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Now gentlemen I'd like to introduce 
you to the new Smartmart employee. 

(beat) 
Button downs, khakis, loafers... 
Ready to greet, accommodate, 
reconcile, and sell you with some 
previously rehearsed anecdotes... 

(beat) 
Well dressed head-to-toe, 
courteous, sharp, and witty... Who 
does this guy remind you of? 

The investors begin to laugh amongst themselves. However, 
just as CT delivers this line, he notices the man with Downs 
Syndrome looking back at him from between the heads of the 
two mannequins. CT is flustered and appears confused. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Okay enough of this. 

CT, somewhat harshly rolls the two mannequins away. He exerts 
a bit too much force and causes the male mannequin to topple 
over onto the female one. 

CT LAWRENCE 
(frustrated) 
Sorry, sorry about that. My 
mistake. 

The potential investors look at each other a bit confused. CT 
pats down his hair with his hands. He appears flushed and 
manic. A middle-aged investor puts his hand on CT's shoulder. 

MIDDLE AGED INVESTOR 
Hey, you alright man? 

CT numbs for a moment, a single tear comes to his eye. Then, 
he aggressively throws the man's hand from his shoulder. 

CT LAWRENCE 
(angry) 
Get off! 
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The investors are dumfounded by CT's actions. They back away 
in confusion. CT rubs his eye and recomposes himself. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I apologize; I've had somewhat of a 
long week. 

(beat, sad) 
Family. . . personally. . . 

The investors stand silent looking at CT. Some show looks of 
concern, others seem disappointed. 

CT stares off into the distance for a short moment. He then 
turns to the closest thing to him-a shelf in the G-Mart 
aisle. CT begins to twist and turn the shelving brackets. 

CT LAWRENCE 
See? Look these... Flimsy, junk... 
just not the quality. . . 

The shelving bracket breaks and the entire end of the shelf 
topples over. CT rips the shelf off the display and throws it 
on top of the two mannequins . 

CT LAWRENCE 
( angry , shouting ) 
Fuck it. . . whatever I 

CT walks off leaving the investors alone. The investors are 
just completely blown away by this and don't know what to do. 



INT. ITALIAN PASSENGER TRAIN - DAY 

Rosina is riding in the train looking out the window. She has 
a huge smile on her face. Rosina looks down at her purse. She 
hesitates a moment and then opens it and takes out her 
cellphone. 



INT. G-MART BATHROOM - DAY 

CT's sits on a toilet (clothed), holding his head. He reaches 
into his pocket and takes out a package of cocaine. He then 
spreads his legs, drops the package in the bowl and flushes . 

CT's phone RINGS, Rosina's appears on Caller ID, he answers. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hey 

ROSINA V.O. 
Hey. . . are you okay? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Not really... I don't wanna talk 
about it . 

ROSINA V.O. 
CT? 

CT LAWRENCE 
(angry) 
What? 

ROSINA V.O. 
I 'm in Italy. . . 

(beat) 
I tried to. . . whatever. . . I 
couldn't. . . 

(beat, happy) 
I want to get my baby back I 

CT LAWRENCE 
Fiorenza? 

ROSINA V.O. 
Yes Fiorenza! I just thought I.. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I want that to... both of you... 



INT. ITALIAN PASSENGER TRAIN - DAY 

A bit of time has passed. Rosina's on her phone, smiling. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Okay, I'll see you soon. 

(double beat) 
I love you too! 

Rosina smiles. She puts her phone into her purse. She looks 
out the window to a view of Italy's coastline and the ocean 

INT. SPECIAL CARE FACILITY - DAY 

CT and Rosina sit in an office with a counselor. 

ADOPTION COUNSELOR 
That's fantastic! 
(beat) 

( MORE ) 
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ADOPTION COUNSELOR (cont'd) 
However, I just want you to know 
that process for re-adoption is 
slightly more timely than the 
initial signing over of the birth 
certificate. 

(beat) 
I'd expect a month or so max. 

Rosina lets out a sigh of disappointment. 

ADOPTION COUNSELOR 
I know... I'm sorry. 

(beat) 
I've seen many families go through 
the same circumstance. 

(beat) 
Don't worry though it will go by 
fast... an you're more than welcome 
to visit her here anytime... 

(beat) 
Other families have used this time 
for family planning. In order to 
better meet the needs of their 
special child. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Not a bad idea... 

ADOPTION COUNSELOR 
I'd also suggest joining a support 
group for parents of special needs 
children. They're very accessible 
and I've only heard great things... 

ROSINA DELANI 
Would it be okay for us to see her? 

ADOPTION COUNSELOR 
Absolutely! 

POSITIVE MUSIC BEGINS PLAYING IN THE BACKGROUND, a montage of 
short scenes follows (below) . 



INT. CARE FACILITY CHILDREN'S PLAYROOM - DAY 

Rosina and CT wait in a children's playroom. The room is 
filled with bright colors and toys. 

The door opens and a facility worker walks in carrying 
Fiorenza. Rosina and CT are in awe. The worker hands the baby 
to Rosina. CT and Rosina sit with Fiorenza and adore her. 
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INT. NARCOTICS ANONYMOUS MEETING - EVENING 

CT is standing in front of a narcotics anonymous meeting. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hi, I'm CT Lawrence... I've been 
addicted to cocaine on and off for 
the past eight years or so... 

INT. ROSINA' S APARTMENT BEDROOM - MORNING 

Rosina lies in bed reading a book titled "Downs Syndrome, The 
Early Years". She has a smile on her face. 

Rosina sets down the book on her night stand and picks up her 
cellphone. Rosina pushes a few buttons on her phone and holds 
it up to her ear. 

JANICE V.O. 
(ecstatic) 
Rosina! 

ROSINA DELANI 
(happy, calm) 
Hey Janice. 

JANICE V.O. 
How are you? Is everything alright? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yeah, actually... I'm doing really 
well now anyway... 

(beat) 
Just between you an me. . . You could 
almost call it a. . . Postpartum- 
thlng I was going through before. . . 
but, it's actually a bit more 
complicated than that. 

JANICE V.O. 
Well, I'm glad everything's going 
well now. 

ROSINA DELANI 
It is . 

(cheerful) 
I have to tell you you've been 
doing an exceptional job in my 
absence. 

(beat) 

( MORE ) 
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ROSINA DELANI (cont'd) 
I've been getting the emails, an' 
though I haven't replied... I 
approve of everything. . . 

JANICE V.O. 
Thanks . 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'll probably be stopping by the 
office in a few days, to meet with 
everyone and catch up... Till then, 
be sure and tell everyone that I'm 
fine... and that I really 
appreciate all the blessings and 
concerns they expressed. . . 

Rosina's voice fades away as she continues talking... 



INT. CT'S UNCLE'S OFFICE - DAY 

CT's uncle sits at his desk. CT walks into the office and 
sits down in front of him. 

CT'S UNCLE 
Thanks for coming by CT. 

(beat) 
Listen, uh... I got a feeling you 
know why I called you in here... 

CT LAWRENCE 
The Smartmart deal . . . 

CT'S UNCLE 
Yeah, the Smartmart deal... 

(beat) 
It's not a total loss. But, the 
bids are far fewer and under what 
we'd expected. 

(beat, hesitant) 
We're putting Mark Hillard on the 
job to pick up the pieces. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Mark Hillard? Come on... 

CT'S UNCLE 
Yeah, Mark Hillard... and not only 
because you dropped the ball. 

(beat) 
Fact is your peers and even the 
rookies here have been 
outperforming you for a while. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
That's BS . You see the numbers I 
pull in here. 

CT'S UNCLE 
Yeah, numbers... but look at your 
time-line. How long did it take you 
to put the Smartmart deal together? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Three? . . .Four months? 

CT'S UNCLE 
Four months, and it was mostly pre- 
packaged pick and choose... 

CT LAWRENCE 
I was looking into other companies 
too. Still am, you should see the 
new leads I've got... Yingzing.com 
Japanese cellphone apps, no 
marketing in the US... Rancor 
Semiconductors, I could try for a 
military contract. . . 

CT'S UNCLE 
Too little too late... 

CT LAWRENCE 
What are you saying? 

CT'S UNCLE 
What I'm saying is... 

(hesitates ) 
What I'm saying is... we're gonna 
have to let you go CT. 

CT LAWRENCE 
The Smartmart deal . . . 

CT'S UNCLE 
The Smartmart deal r was the biggest 
embarrassment this firm has ever 
seen I ...too many long late nights 
CT. 

CT begins walking toward the door. 

CT'S UNCLE 
(sympathetic) 
Look, I don't want you to think 
it's me... it's straight from the 
CEO. . . 
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CT opens the door and pauses, ready to slam the door 

CT'S UNCLE 

(sympathetic) 
Some of those investors were close 
to him too... family as well... 

(apologetic) 
I know I've been hard on you... and 
lately things' ve been hard on you 
too. . . I can tell. . . but, hey I put 
my neck on the line for you CT. He 
wouldn't budge... I'm sorry... 

CT subtly nods his head, then closes the door slowly 



INT. ROSINA'S APARTMENT - DAY 

Rosina signs a check written for $2,000 to Francesca. She 
places the check in an envelope addressed to a hotel in 
Italy. 

Rosina walks the letter to the front door of the apartment 



INT. CT'S OFFICE - DAY 

CT looks out his office window one last time. 

He turns around, picks up a box of his belongings and places 
it on an cart full of similar boxes. Then, as he begins 
pushing the cart, he looks back at his desk on last time. 

CT's desk is covered in stacks of old investment packages. 

P.O.V. CT's attention is brought to a investment package in 
the middle of one of the stacks . CT walks closer and reaches 
for this investment package in particular. 

EXT. COMMUNITY CENTER - DAY 

Rosina and CT walk towards the front of a building labeled 
"Community Center". They're dressed down slightly and appear 
to be feeling a bit awkward. 

ROSINA DELANI 
How do I look? Do I look like me? 

( beat , awkward ) 
Do I look. . . normal? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Sweetheart, you look fine don't 
worry about it. 

ROSINA DELANI 
And don't forget... Rosle okay? 

CT LAWRENCE 
No problem, I like Rosie... I used 
to call you Rosie... 



Rosina smiles 



INT. COMMUNITY CENTER HALLWAY - DAY 

CT and Rosina walk up to a door labeled "Relations with 
Downs, Support Group". Rosina takes a deep breath and pushes 
the door open. 

Rosina and CT are instantly greeted MARIA GOMEZ (Latin woman, 
nice, friendly). LOUD SOUNDS, TALKING, COMMOTION, AND FAINT 
MUSIC can be heard in the background. 

MARIA GOMEZ 
Welcome! Thanks for coming, how you 
guys do'n? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Not too bad, how are you? 

MARIA GOMEZ 
Wait, you two are new, aren't you? 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes. 

MARIA GOMEZ 
Hey, don't worry about it, it's 
cool. Come on in... 

CT and Rosina step in the doorway. They're instantly struck 
by many welcoming faces of people moving all over the room. 
CT and Rosina are a bit overwhelmed. 

MARIA GOMEZ 
(laughing) 
Sorry, we're crazy here... it 
always starts out like this 'till 
things settle down a little... 

Maria extends her hand, both Rosina and CT shake it. 



UNFUNCTIONABLE FAMILY/D. LONG 90. 



MARIA GOMEZ 
I'm Maria Gomez, "the Relation's 
Activities Coordinator" . Notice, I 
said Activities Coordinator. 
Please, don't hold me accountable 
for these meetings . . . This is all 
Maggie ' s business . . . 

(beat) 
Don't let me keep you, though. I'll 
talk your head off . Make yourself 
at home, mingle, help yourself to 
the food in the back. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Thank you, very much. 

CT and Rosina walk into the room. Rosina's attention is 
quickly drawn to many small children (1-3 years old) playing 
in an inflatable kiddie pool filled with plastic balls. 

A two year old girl with Down's Syndrome looks back at her 
for a moment then goes back to playing. 

Rosina and CT walk toward the table in the back covered with 
pizza boxes, soda cans, paper plates, and napkins. 

They're somewhat overdressed and their awkwardness makes them 
stick out like sore thumbs. They get many smiles, nods, and 
silent "hello's" from people as they walk. 

RICKY (a six-year-old boy, Non-Down-Syndrome) runs in front 
of them. CT and Rosina stop suddenly allowing the boy whisk 
past them. TOM (Ricky's father) quickly follows after him. 

TOM 
Damn it Ricky, stop running! You're 
gonna hurt someone. 

(to CT) 
Sorry about that. I apologize. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Don't worry; it's fine. 

The man nods at CT briefly, as he continues after his son. 

TOM 
(to Ricky) 
I said STOP I 

CT and Rosina, make their way to the food table in the back. 
Both children and adults are devouring pizza like vultures. 
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Lou CIRELLO (regular guy, Italian, with thick Brooklyn 
accent) hands both Rosina and CT slices on paper plates. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Hey get 'em quick. They ain't gonna 
last long I In fact, I think you got 
here jus' in timel 

CT extends his free hand to Nick, who quickly shakes it. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Thanks. . . Charles Lawrence, this is 
my wife Rosie. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Lou Cirello... Yankee's fan... 

(awkward, questioning) 
Are we cool there? 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yankees all the way! 

Nick slaps CT on the back forcefully. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Alright. . . my man! 

(beat, charming) 
How you doing Rosie? 

Time passes, and Rosina 's now sitting in one of many couches 
that are centered in the middle of the room. She's talking 
with EMMA (an older woman) sitting next to her. CT stands 
behind Rosina 's sofa, still chatting with Lou. 

EMMA 
Well, we didn't move here 'till 
eighty-nine, an' Eddie was 
already. . . about twenty-five when 
we joined the group. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Oh, Okay. 

EMMA 
Been coming ever since... He loves 
it . . . But , it's really great for 
the younger ones and the young 
families . . . 

(beat) 
Not to mention, the kids that don't 
suffer. They just work soooo well 
together. 
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Rosina looks around the room. She watches some of the older 
children (Non-Downs) and some of the older children (with 
Downs) as they dance to HIP-HOP MUSIC. Rosina smiles. 

ROSINA DELANI 
They do... looks like fun! 

Meanwhile, as CT and Lou chat, JESS CIRELLO (attractive mom) 
walks up to them holding hands with DANIELLE (nine-year old 
girl with Downs). Lou bends over lightly touches Danielle on 
the nose, Danielle smiles. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Oh hey, here she is. 

Lou hugs his wife and taps Rosina on the shoulder. Rosina 
turns around in the couch. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Hey, Rosie... Charlie... this my 
wife Jess, and my daughter 
Danielle. 

Rosina smiles at Jess, then sits up a bit in the sofa and 
looks down at Danielle. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Hi... Oh, isn't she cute with her 
curly red hair. 

JESS CIRELLO 
Hi, thanks... Yeah we hear that all 
time, don't we Danielle. 

Danielle clutches onto Jess's leg, but smiles a bit. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hi 

LOU CIRELLO 
Yeah, trouble is we don't know 
where she gets it . 

JESS CIRELLO 
Oh, please... my Aunt had red hair. 

LOU CIRELLO 
(mocking) 
I neva' met her. 

JESS CIRELLO 
Oh, please I showed you a picture. 
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LOU CIRELLO 
(to CT, mocking) 
Like I said I neva ' met ' er . 

CT laughs. Jess looks at Rosina as if her husband's a fool. 
Rosina laughs as well. 

The music stops and general conversation quiets quickly. Only 
a few of the children (with Downs) can be heard randomly. 

MAGGIE ( Meeting Coordinator, Mulatto , middle-aged ) begins 
grouping some of the older children and younger children 
together. She speaks loudly to the entire room. 

MAGGIE 

(shouting) 
Okay, everyone, let's settle down. 

(beat) 
Bigs with the Bigs. . . try to stay 
with your partners . . . gonna go for 
a walk down to the park. . . Steve Is 
In charge okay! 

(beat) 
Okay, and can we get the Little' s 
and Middle' s to their play corners. 

(proudly) 
Very good, you guys are doing a 
great job! 

Meanwhile, the (Downs) children have been grouped together in 
different age groups. Members of the support group either 
join the circle of couches or chaperoning the children. 

As things settle down, Maggie joins the circle of couches. 

MAGGIE 
Hey everybody, how's it going? 

GROUP MEMBERS 
(randomly overlapping) 
Good. . . okay. . . not bad. . . 

MAGGIE 
Good to hear. 

(beat) 
Okay, I'll be brief... I've got 
next month's sitting schedule here. 
I'm gonna pass it around so you 
guys can make notes or any changes 
to it, as it currently stands. 

Maggie sends a clipboard around to the members with a pen. 
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MAGGIE 
Maria also has some great ideas for 
activities next month... So I wanna 
let her get to that. 

(beat) 
Also, we have a few new guests here 
today. So let's get to know them 
better. Let's see, there are Rosie 
and Charles Lawrence, then Jack and 
Diane Welch, with their son Benny. 

The group claps for the new members . 

MAGGIE 
Let's start with you two Rosie and 
Charles. Could you tell us a little 
more about you? 

CT motions to Rosina to do the introduction. Rosina hesitates 
a bit, and then begins. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Okay, well... I'm Rosie and this is 
my husband Charles . 

GROUP MEMBERS 
(randomly overlapping) 
Hi Rosie, hi Charles. . . Hi guys 

CT waves accepting the groups welcome. Rosina continues. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Anyway, we're from Manhattan. Just 
had a baby girl a few weeks ago. 
Her name is Fiorenza... she has 
Downs... but, we just love her to 
death . 

(choking up a bit) 
We would have brought her, but we 
actually dropped left her with her 
grandparents, because we didn't 
know this was a more... family- 
oriented. . . 

(gasping for breath) 
Group... uh, support group... 

Rosina pauses awkwardly. The older woman sitting next to her 
pats her on the back. 

EMMA 
It' s okay, it' s alright. 
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ROSINA DELANI 
Thank you, you're so nice... 

MAGGIE 
Okay, well maybe we should move on. 

Rosina abruptly interrupts Maggie. 

ROSINA DELANI 
No I 

(sadly) 
I'm sorry... you've all been so 
sweet . . . you 're all such kind 
people. 

(beat, sad) 
The truth is my real name is Rosina 
and this is my husband Charles 
Lawrence. . . 

CT puts his hand on Rosina 's shoulder, she graciously accepts 
it, then slowly pushes it away. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Rosina, you don't have to... 

ROSINA DELANI 
However, you might know me better 
as... Rosina Delani... 

A woman in the group gasps. 

WOMAN 
I knew It! I thought that was her I 

ROSINA DELANI 
Anyway, I'm sorry... 

(begins crying) 
Our baby's not at her 
Grandparents . . . she ' s at a special 
needs care facility upstate. 

(crying harder) 
We gave her away at birth... We 
didn't think we could... No! I was 
so ashamed... I'm a terrible 
pers ... I wanted to adopt 
another. . . I even. . . 

(wipes tears) 
I want her back, though... an' 
now... I'm, I'm sorry... I can't... 

Rosina gets up and CT hugs her briefly, but she breaks free 
and quickly heads toward the exit. CT addresses the room 
before he turns to follow her. 
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CT LAWRENCE 
I'm sorry. You have to understand 
though... this has been really hard 
on us... 'specially with her career 
and all. . . 
(beat) 
This group was really important to 
her... as is our daughter. Anyway, 
it was really nice meeting you 
all. . . I appreciate. . . 

As CT talks, he notices that many of the women are completely 
ignoring him. Many have stood up to run after Rosina. 

The people remaining (mainly men) look at CT with approval. 

MAN 
Don't worry man. It's a lot more 
common than you think. 

(beat) 
Just let the girls talk it out... 

(beat) 
So what does you wife do again? 

CT LAWRENCE 
She's a famous fashion designer. 

The men nod in agreement as to why they haven't heard of her. 



INT. COMMUNITY CENTER HALLWAY - DAY 

Rosina is kneeling down in the hallway sobbing. Women have 
come to her side, some even sit next to her to console her 

WOMAN 
It's okay sweetheart. This is what 
we're here for. This is what the 
group ' s all about . . . 



EXT. SUBURBAN HOME - DAY 

Rosina and CT (dressed even more casually) meet a Real Estate 
Agent in front of a modest suburban home. They walk up to the 
front door of the house and enter. 



INT. DELANI FASHION - DESIGN ROOM 

Rosina is holding a meeting in the Design Room 
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ROSINA DELANI 
Hi everybody! Thank you for coming. 

(beat) 
I really appreciate all of your 
consideration and effort during my 
absence. I think you all deserve a 
round of applause for that I 

Rosina claps, everyone's surprised, and then they join in 

ROSINA DELANI 
Thanks again. 

(beat) 
I'd like to fill you in, a little 
about what's been going on with me. 
As you know I took leave due to the 
birth of my daughter, Fiorenza... 

(beat) 
I know many of you have been 
concerned about me and my 
daughter's birth... since I've been 
essentially non-existent the past 
few weeks . 

(beat) 
However, I'd like to assure you 
that we're both fine and healthy. 
Well... at least now anyway. 

(beat) 
Fiorenza, was born with Downs 
Syndrome... and though now I 
couldn't possibly be any happier. 
It did have its toll on me at 
first. 

(beat) 
Anyway, I've learned a lot in the 
past few weeks, and one thing I 
learned is that... you people are 
perfectly capable of keeping this 
boat afloat without my constant 
nagging and pressure... 

Janice comes to Rosina 's side. 

JANICE 
That's not true. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Yes it is I And you have done a 
tremendous job, Janice. Which is 
why, I want you to continue doing 
what you've been doing. 

Janice and the designers all appear a bit confused. 
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ROSINA DELANI 
I've also learned the importance of 
family, life, and love. It ' s 
something I was somehow drastically 
missing before. Which is why I have 
decided to step down, the next year 
or so, to make up for lost time. 

(beat) 
I also plan to get back to my roots 
as a designer. I'll be working out- 
of-home personally on the entire 
"Fiorenza Line" . I will still be in 
direct contact on a daily basis 
with all of you . 

(beat) 
In the meantime, I'll be promoting 
Janice to continue filling my shoes 
as Delani's Production Manager... 

Rosina steps back and applauds for Janice. The rest of the 
staff follow her lead. Rosina prompts Janice to speak. 

JANICE 
Rosina, I don't know what to say? 

(beat) 
I don't know if I am truly capable 
of stepping up to the position, or 
even come close to filling your 
shoes . 

(beat) 
But, I do know one thing. . . family, 
life, and love. . . along with 
friendships are some of the most... 



INT. SPECIAL CARE FACILITY OFFICE - DAY 
CT and Rosina file some paperwork. 

EXT. SPECIAL CARE FACILITY - DAY 

Rosina and CT walk out of the Special Care Facility. Rosina 
holds Fiorenza proudly. 

INT. CT AND ROSINA' S NEW HOME - EVENING 

Rosina holds Fiorenza, while CT sits nestled up next to them 
on the couch. The TV is on in the background, they appear 
very happy. 
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ROSINA DELANI 
CT what were we thinking? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I don't know... I don't know what 
we were thinking... before. 

ROSINA DELANI 
You know, I can't even imagine 
now. . . what . . . 

(beat, very sincere) 
Can we promise now that we'll 
never . . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Rosie, honestly... I don't think we 
have to... look at her, she's 
perfect. . . 
(beat) 
Best thing that could 'a ever 
happened to us . . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
I'm so happy CT. We've got her... 
we got her back I 

CT LAWRENCE 
Why don't you try and feed her 
again. 

Rosina begins breast-feeding Fiorenza. 

CT LAWRENCE 
You know I was gonna wait 'till I 
knew for sure... 

(beat) 
But, I think I got that job at the 
recording agency. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(happy) 
You think? 

CT nods. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Oh, that's great CTI 

Rosina kisses CT on the cheek, and then rests her head on his 
shoulder. He hugs her, and she continues breast-feeding. 
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INT. FRESH PERSPECTIVE RECORDS - DAY 

CT sits at a desk. His old leather furniture, entertainment 
center, and guitar are scattered around nearby. 

CT takes out the CD he received earlier from the Sorority 
girl. He types the bands name into a computer. Then, he plays 
the CD. A NEW POSITIVE SONG BEGINS PLAYS IN THE BACKGROUND. 

CT comes across a cheesy website for the band. He scrolls 
down the page, finds a contact number, and calls it. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hi, Charlie Lawrence here... 
calling from Fresh Perspective 
Records... How's it go ' n? 



INT. MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY - DAY 

THE SONG CONTINUES PLAYING IN THE BACKGROUND. Rosina stands 
next to a baby carriage. Fiorenza's inside the carriage 
dressed in a beautiful floral dress. 

CT stands nearby with Lou Cirello. They are standing in front 
of a large dinosaur exhibit. Lou's daughter (with Downs) sits 
"piggy back" on his shoulders. Lou's son is trying to climb 
under the ropes into the exhibit. Lou tries to grab his son, 
but he slips away. 

LOU CIRELLO 
Hey, get back here... 

(beat, to CT) 
Charlie, can you grab him? 

CT opens the rope, then takes Lou's son by the hand and 
brings him back. Meanwhile, Lou's daughter begins tapping him 
on the head and pointing at the dinosaur. 

JOHNNIE CIRELLO 
I just wanna touch the 
Brontosaurus . 

LOU CIRELLO 
Thanks Charlie . 

(beat, quietly) 
When there little the regular kids 
demand all the attention. 

(beat) 
Look at her right now... she's 
smiling right now, right? 
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CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, how'd you know? 

LOU CIRELLO 
To be honest with you... that's 
everything in the world to me right 
there. That's what I live for. 

(beat) 
It's funny seeing the little things 
through their eyes . It really makes 
you appreciate life. Like you never 
have before. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah 

NICK CIRELLO 
You don't know, not yet... you'll 
see. 

(beat) 
Frankly, sometimes I feel sorry for 
normal people. Even the old me... 



INT. ROSINA AND CT ' S NEW HOME LIVING ROOM 

Rosina picks up her cellphone and calls her father. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Hey, Dad. Yeah it ' s Rosie. 

(double beat) 
Yeah, well actually I've been 
thinking about the factory in 
China... I was wondering if maybe 
there's another way we could... 

EXT. ROSINA AND CT ' S NEW HOME'S SWIMMING POOL - DAY 

THE SONG CONTINUES PLAYING. CT holds Fiorenza (now slightly 
older) in a swimming pool. CT dips underwater with her and 
she laughs and giggles . 

Rosina floats nearby in an inflatable raft. Rosina sips from 
a glass of wine, a design sketch book is on her lap, but 
she's just watching CT play with Fiorenza. 

ROSINA DELANI 
(laughing) 
She loves It! 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, look at her. . . huh 
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CT dips Fiorenza again, then tosses her in the air slightly 
and catches her. Fiorenza continues laughing. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Here, come give mommy a kiss. 

CT brings Fiorenza over to Rosina and lifts her up, putting 
her mouth to Rosina 's cheek. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Oh, my baby. 

CT begins to back away with Fiorenza. 

ROSINA DELANI 

(pouting) 
Oh , no . . . 

(beat) 
Leave her here with me... 

CT LAWRENCE 
But, your book. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Oh, it's okay. I'll just tuck it 
over here . 

Rosina tucks her book to her side. CT nestles the baby under 
Rosina' s arm. Rosina hands CT her glass of wine with her 
other hand. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Here you take this . 

CT takes the glass of wine, and then floats away on his back 
keeping the glass of wine above water. He brings the glass of 
wine to the side of the pool and sets it down. 



INT. ROSINA AND CT ' S LIVING ROOM - DAY 

Fiorenza (now a bit older) sits in a baby bouncer watching a 
children's program on TV. 

Rosina stands nearby singing along to the kids song on TV. 
She's draping and pinning fabric on a small childlike 
mannequin. She makes a few measurements and cuts some fabric 

Rosina (still singing) pats Fiorenza on the head and walks 
into the kitchen. 
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INT. ROSINA AND CT ' S KITCHEN - DAY 

Rosina (still singing) opens the fridge and takes out some 
baby food and apple juice. Rosina sets the baby food and 
juice on the counter. 

She opens a cabinet and takes out a baby bottle. She opens a 
drawer and takes out a little baby spoon. 



INT. ROSINA AND CT ' S NEW HOME LIVING ROOM - CONTINUED 

Rosina (still singing) walks back into the living room with 
the baby food. She does a funny little dance in front of 
Fiorenza . Fiorenza watches attentively . 

Rosina picks Fiorenza up out the baby bouncer, sets her on 
her lap, and begins feeding her. 



INT. ROSINA AND CT ' S NEW HOME LIVING ROOM - LATER 

Rosina is laying Fiorenza down in her crib. The DOORBELL 
RINGS. With a curious look on her face Rosina goes to answer 
the door. When she opens the door she finds Francesca 
standing on her porch holding her baby girl. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Francesca, you made it I 

Francesca smiles 

ROSINA DELANI 
(in Italian) 
Come in . 



INT. CT AND ROSINA' S LIVING ROOM - EVENING 

Rosina sits on the couch holding Fiorenza. They watch as CT 
plays an acoustic guitar. CT sings... 

CT LAWRENCE 

(singing chorus) 
. . .it's the life, the life I 
lead. . . 

(beat, singing verse) 
I can see... the obstacles as they 
fall an lie ahead... ahead of me... 
but, at least I 'm still free . . . 
free to chose... perhaps to win, 
maybe to lose... 
( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 
always making that next move . . . Who 
know's? ... I might just take this 
path... lying at my feet... an walk 
as far as I can see... 

(beat, re-singing chorus) 
Cause, this is it. . . it's the life 
know, the life I lead. . . It ' s the 
life I know, and the life I lead. . . 

(beat, talking) 
It just kind ' a goes on like that... 

Rosina claps and smiles at CT. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I like it . . . 

(beat) 
You played it really well too... 

(beat) 
You've been practicing... 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah, well a little bit. It's 
actually pretty simple though... 
the most mellow song on their 
album. . . but, I think it could be 
big. We've been getting a huge 
reaction with it at shows . 

CT and Rosina sit silently for a moment, playing with 
Fiorenza. 

CT LAWRENCE 
So you think this is it. 

ROSINA DELANI 
What do you mean? 

CT LAWRENCE 
I don't know? This . . . Our life. . . 

(beat) 
You know we've been through so much 
together you an' me. . . good. . . 
bad. . . 

(beat) 
You know... I mean we're a family 
now, responsibilities. . . 

(laughing) 
Fulfilling responsibilities... 

(beat) 
Feels like we got off easy. . . 
always have even when we were... 

ROSINA DELANI 
We've changed... 
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CT LAWRENCE 
I know. . . because of her. . . 

ROSINA DELANI 
(smiling) 
Because of her. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
I don't know I just feel like... 
karma or something... almost like 
we don't... deserve... 

A short silence. 

ROSINA DELANI 
I think we should just be happy for 
what we have . 

(beat) 
Not worry about the past. 

CT LAWRENCE 
I guess you ' re right . 

(beat) 
But, what about the future? 

ROSINA DELANI 

(happy) 
Me and you, Fiorenza... 

(beat) 
Perhaps just more giving and less 
taking, right? I guess that' s all 
we were ever really missing. 

(beat) 
A long and happy life, hopefully. . . 

CT LAWRENCE 
Yeah I guess so... It works for me! 

The perspective slowly pans away from Fiorenza, Rosina, and 
CT. CT begins playing the song again from the beginning. 

CT LAWRENCE 

(singing) 
Hear I stand, I stand alone... not 
knowing which way to go... often 
times I feel as though... the whole 
world lies beneath my feet... other 
times I feel all it ' s weight . . . 
perched below it's breach. 

(beat, singing chorus) 
Cause, this is it, it' s the life 
know, the life I lead. . . It ' s the 
life I know, and the life I lead. . . 
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CT CONTINUES PLAYING THE SONG. The perspective pulls away 
further, slowly out through the window looking in. 

THE MUSIC BEGINS TO FADE AWAY. The perspective pans back even 
further, out into their yard. Slowly, the entire house is 
revealed. 

The panning continues drifting away up into the sky. THE 
MUSIC CAN NO LONGER BE HEARD. The perspective lingers 
slightly above the skyline. A STILL FRAME gives the illusion 
of a false ending. 

THE SONGS BEGINS AGAIN. THIS TIME IT CONTAINS ELECTRIC 
GUITAR, BASS, DRUMS, AND A DIFFERENT VOICE SINGING. 

LEAD SINGER 
(singing) 
Hear I stand, I stand alone... not 
knowing which way to go... Often 
times I feel as though... the whole 
world lies beneath my feet... other 
times I feel all it ' s weight . . . 
perched below it's breach. 

A CAPTION READS: "A year and a half later..." 



EXT. CONCERT IN CENTRAL PARK - DAY 

The band "Strings and Things" is seen preforming the song on 
a large outdoor stage. 

LEAD SINGER 

(beat, singing chorus) 
Cause, this is it, it' s the life I 
know, the life I lead. . . It ' s the 
life I know, and the life I lead. . . 

(beat, singing verse) 
Come follow me let ' s take a ride . . . 
no longer a need to wonder why, no 
need to lie... I've got this feel'n 
deep inside that everything is 
gonna turn out fine... yeah 
everything is gonna be alright... 

(beat, singing chorus) 
Cause, this is it, it' s the life I 
know, the life I lead. . . It ' s the 
life I know, and the life I lead. . . 

The song continues playing. The perspective pulls back from 
the band to reveal a large banner above them reading "The 
Upside of Downs Fund Raiser" . 
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The focus turns to a large audience gathered in Central Park. 
Most of the audience is wearing blue T-shirts that say "The 
Upside of Downs" and also display Fiorenza's smiling face. 

The perspective pans to CT and Rosina standing alongside Lou 
and Jess Cirello. The bands performance comes to a finish and 
everyone begins clapping. 

Janice walks to the front of the stage. She shakes hands with 
the singer of "Strings and Things", then takes the 
microphone. 

JANICE 
(excited) 
Hey everybody, how you do'n? 

The audience claps and cheers. 

JANICE 
Alright, let's give it up for 
Strings 'n Things I 

The audience claps and cheers. 

JANICE 
Alright I Seriously , aren ' t these 
guys awesome! 

(beat) 
Well anyway, thank you all for 
coming out today. . . 

(shouting) 
For the Upside of Downs Fund 
Raiser I Woo-Hool 

(beat) 
An' thanks to everyone who 
participated in the walk this 
morning. 

(beat) 
Already today we have raised four- 
hundred-and- twenty-thousand 
dollars! Thanks to your dedication 
and commitment. 

(beat) 
As you know we're being filmed live 
right now... an' being broadcast 
nationwide. So be sure to smile for 
the cameras. 

Cameramen linger around in the audience filming members as 
they smile. A large crane camera pans across the audience. 
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JANICE 
All profits being earned today from 
A New Perspective Records and the 
band you just heard Strings 'n 
Things, are also being donated to 
the Upside of Downs foundation. 

The crowd roars and cheers. 

JANICE 
So be sure to pick up a CD when you 
leave. Or receive a free copy with 
your donation of twenty-dollars or 
more at the phone number located at 
the bottom of your screen. 

CT holds up his hand and cheers in the audience. 

JANICE 
Okay, with no further adieu... I 
bring to you the two people who put 
this whole thing together. Let's 
give it up to my boss Rosina Delani- 
Lawrence, and her husband CTI 

Not expecting this Rosina and CT appear a bit stunned. 

JANICE 
Come on up here guys! 

The audience cheers and roars. Lou & Jess Cirello, along with 
Franchesca, encourage CT & Rosina toward the stage. 

CT and Rosina walk up to the stage. Rosina hesitates at the 
microphone, but CT encourages her to take it. Rosina then 
motions for CT to take the microphone and he does. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Hey, thanks for coming out today 
everyone! It really means a lot to 
us . 

(beat) 
Anyway, though I do appreciate the 
recognition for having a part in 
putting this together. . . the 
inspiration really came from the 
two most important women in my 
life. First of all, my beautiful 
daughter Fiorenza. . . the 
inspiration for all of this. 
( MORE ) 
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CT LAWRENCE (cont'd) 

An' secondly my wife, Rosina, who 
is really the backbone behind the 
whole Upside of Downs Fund 
Raiser. . . and the love of my life I 



CT backs up from the microphone and encourages Rosina to take 
it. Rosina hesitates. The crowd cheers her on. She takes it. 

ROSINA DELANI 
Hi everybody. 

(beat) 
Thank you I 

(beat) 
I didn't really prepare a speech, 
or even expect to speak today. 

(beat) 
But, I'd really just like to thank 
you all for coming and donating... 
and just being involved in this... 

(beat) 
As my husband mentioned our 
Daughter Fiorenza is really the 
inspiration behind this all. 

(beat) 
I can't begin to tell you how much 
she's changed our lives for the 
better. She's opened so many new 
doors to us, we never even dreamed 
possible. Which is why we would 
like to open as many as we possibly 
can for her. . . and all the other 
children out there like her. . . and 
their family ' s . . . 

(awkward beat, then 
shouting) 
To the Upside of Downs I 

The crowd roars, and Rosina backs away from the microphone. 

Janice retakes the stage. 

JANICE 
Yeah. To the Upside of Downs I 

(beat) 
Thanks, Rosie... you know I'm a 
first person witness to how 
positively Fiorenza has changed 
this woman's life. I love you 
Rosie I 

Janice hugs Rosina. CT and Rosina exit the stage. 
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JANICE 
Okay, but the one thing she failed 
to mention is that together. . . we 
have created a new line of girls 
fashion devoted to her daughter. 

(beat) 
Ladies and gentlemen, I bring to 
you the new line from Delani 
Fashion Studio. 

(beat) 
Fiorenzal 

As Janice walk off stage she takes the microphone with her. 
CLASSICAL MUSIC BEGINS PLAYING. 

JANICE 
(subtly) 
All profits made today from dress 
orders and full-line boutique 
orders will also be donated to the 
Upside of Downs Foundation. 

As the CLASSICAL MUSIC CONTINUES PLAYING, young girls (with 
and without Downs Syndrome) begin walking across the stage. 
They are wearing different floral designed dresses, 
sundresses, skirts, etc. . . 

One of the girls is the daughter of Franchesca (the former 
prostitute) . 

Franchesca cheers from the audience. 

FRANCHESCA 
Bella Daniellal 

After the girls walks across the stage, they walk to a 
solidary position with the rest of the group in a "V" 
Formation. 

Finally, after the last girl has walked the stage and moved 
to her final position. A large beautiful wicker chair is 
carried to center stage. Inside the chair sits Fiorenza 
(approximately 2 1/2 years old now) . 

Fiorenza waves to the crowd as she makes her appearance. 

CT and Rosina come to each side of her and wave as well. 
Rosina then picks up Fiorenza and holds her. CT comes to 
Rosina and Fiorenza 's side. CT picks up the microphone. 

CT LAWRENCE 
Thank you I Thanks to everyone who 
has supported the Upside of Downs I

The crowd roars. CT holds the microphone to Rosina's mouth 

ROSINA 
Thank you I 

CT hugs Rosina, holding onto both her and Fiorenza. With 
their free hands they wave to the crowd. 

FADE OUT.
